1970 was a weird year. The Comprehensive Drug 
Abuse Prevention and Control Act, signed by 
President Richard M. Nixon, finally outlawed 
marijuana federally; meanwhile, Dr. Lester Grin- 
spoon of Harvard Medical School published Mari¬ 
huana Reconsidered, which concluded that there 
was “very little empirical evidence” to support 
the notion that marijuana was dangerous. Some¬ 
where between those two opposing poles, a 
young attorney named Keith Stroup stepped up 
and founded the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws. He thought he could 
get marijuana legalized within three or four 
years—seven at the most. 

Four decades anon, NORML is now celebrat¬ 
ing its 40th anniversary. What started out as a 
brief battle turned into a long war, but it appears 
the movement for reform that NORML helped 
create is finally about to win: It is no longer a 
question of whether marijuana will be legalized, 
but rather of how and when. Certainly, it has 
taken the work of thousands of activists and

TEENS USE POT MORE-OR LESS 

President Obama famously pledged: "Science and the scientific process must 
inform and guide decisions of my administration.” But not, apparently, when it 
comes to marijuana. Last December, Drug Czar Gil Kerlikowske announced on 
ABC News Radio that an increase in self-reported marijuana use by young peo¬ 
ple had occurred, blaming the spike on a predictable scapegoat: medical pot. 

"If young people don’t really perceive that [marijuana] is dangerous or of 
any concern, it usually means there’ll be an uptick in the number of kids who 
are using. And sure enough, in 2009, that’s exactly what we did see. We have 
been telling young people, particularly for the past couple years, that mari¬ 
juana is medicine. So it shouldn’t be a great surprise to us that young people 
are now misperceiving the dangers or the risks around marijuana.” 

Or not. In fact, the national debate on medical marijuana began in earnest 
in 1996, when California became the first state to legalize the physician-su¬ 


pervised use of the plant. Since then, 15 other states and the District of Co¬ 
lumbia have passed similar laws (although Arizona, New Jersey and Wash¬ 
ington, DC, have yet to implement them). And during virtually this entire time, 
teen marijuana use has fallen nationally. According to the federal govern¬ 
ment’s own stats, between 2003 and 2008, self-reported monthly pot use 
among 12- to 17-year-olds dropped precipitously in every state that had en¬ 
acted medical-marijuana legislation. In six states—Alaska, Montana, Michi¬ 
gan, Nevada, New Mexico and Washington—reported use fell by more than 
20 percent; in Hawaii, teen pot use fell by more than 30 percent. 

But don’t expect a retraction from the White House anytime soon. In¬ 
deed, just weeks after Kerlikowske’s public gaffe, a Carnegie Mellon Uni¬ 
versity researcher contacted NORML on behalf of his office to inquire 
whether any studies existed to support the Drug Czar’s bullshit allegation. 
Apparently, Kerlikowske’s definition of the scientific process is "Shoot first, 
ask questions later.”

Not smoking pot, she 
writes, had harmful consequences: “I had 
stopped smoking the Herb of the Goddess 
that had forever kept me balanced enough 
to become successful and rich, in order to 
support my then-husband’s ‘sobriety,’ and 
that led to massive bipolar troubles that 
were all capped off with tons of psychia¬ 
trists and psychiatric drugs, none of which 
helped with my problems at all and, in fact, 
made them even worse.” 

BILL STROKES US 

“I’ve made no secret of 
the fact that I have tried 
pot... about 50,000 
times,” said Bill Maher. 
This admission occurred 
on a recent episode of 
HBO’s Real Time with Bill Maher. Then he 
pulled out a copy of this magazine and said, “I 
like HIGH TIMES. They actually have a center¬ 
fold. I’ve never understood this. Even if you 
like pot, what do you do? Masturbate to it?” 

Um, no. But you can if you want to, Bill.

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TRIPPIN* IN LIBSIA 


When unrest in the Middle East spread to Libya in late February, leader Muammar Gaddafi, in a rambling speech, blamed 
al- Qaeda for dosing the protesters: "Their ages are 17. They give them pills at night, they put hallucinatory pills in their 
drinks, their milk, their coffee, their Nescafe." 

So how do you deal with “tripping" protesters? Gaddafi's choice was to unleash his security forces and hire foreign 
mercenaries to shoot them down in the street. But the only one actually suffering hallucinations was Gaddafi himself, who 
said everything was calm. His son. Saif al-lslam. agreed: "Show me a single attack, show me a single bomb,” he demanded. 


FABRICATION NATION 

The DEA keeps the Drug War rhetoric rolling. 

Contradictions and hypocrisies abound in the 
54 pages of the 2010 report outlining the lat¬ 
est “DEA Position on Marijuana.” Wasting no 
time, the first page of the position paper as¬ 
serts that the campaign to legitimize “med¬ 
ical” marijuana (their quotes, not ours) is 
wrong because it’s based on “two proposi¬ 
tions” (ditto), neither of which 
is true: one, that science views 
marijuana as a medicine, and 
two, that the DEA targets sick 
and dying people instead of 
the drug. 

Of course, the DEA blithely ignores the 
nearly 20,000 studies done on marijuana 
worldwide that easily make it the most inves¬ 
tigated drug in human history. A glimpse at 
just a handful of those reports would con¬ 
vince any unbiased observer that science 
does indeed view marijuana as a medicine. 

As for the second proposition, if the DEA 
no longer "targets” pot patients, that’s a 
pretty recent development: It wasn’t until 
2009 that US Attorney General Eric Holder 
announced that the Justice Department 
would only go after those people found to be 
in violation of their state’s med-pot laws. Be¬ 
fore 2009, hundreds of patients, caregivers 
and growers were arrested and dozens of 
dispensaries raided by the DEA, even if they 
were compliant with state law. 

Oddly, although medical marijuana is la¬ 
beled a "fallacy” by the DEA, the position 
paper nonetheless cites the American Cancer 
Society’s support for alternative THC-delivery 
methods, such as a patch. The paper also 
mentions the fact that, according to the 
American Glaucoma Society, pot does relieve 
intraocular pressure in glaucoma patients.

(It’s not recommended by the AGS because 
cannabis hasn’t been shown to alter or re¬ 
verse the course of the disease.) This fact 
alone—that pot relieves intraocular pressure 
in glaucoma patients who have no other ef¬ 
fective treatment—shows that marijuana 
does have a medicinal use. Regardless of 
such well-established facts, however, the 
DEA pounds away at the "medicine is not 
smoked” argument and categorically states: 

"Marijuana is dangerous to the 
user—and others." 

The DEA decries the statis¬ 
tic that 60 percent of first-time 
pot users are under 18, yet ig¬ 
nores the fact that the contin¬ 
ued taboo nature of pot is a primary factor in 
attracting teens to it in the first place. But it 
doesn’t get much funnier—or more pa¬ 
thetic—than the paper’s "Delinquent Behav¬ 
iors” section, which blames pot for "increased 
violence.” The DEA cites a 2007 report by the 
Office of National Drug Control Policy (now 
there's an objective, unbiased, scientific 
source!) that claims the more teens smoke 
pot, the more likely they are to become physi¬ 
cally aggressive and attack others as well as 
steal and destroy property. Of course, this flies 
in the face of nearly every pot study (and bong 
session) conducted in the history of the 
planet. We could have sworn we read some¬ 
where that smoking causes people to relax 
and chill out to the point of being "amotiva- 
tional,” but what do we know? 

There are pages and pages of similar hi¬ 
larity, though the laughs dry up at the very 
end of the report, when the DEA boasts that 
some 10.3 million pot plants were eradicated 
nationwide by law enforcement in 2009, a 
startling 2.38-million-plant increase from 
2008. Which means there’s still a Drug War 
going on full tilt.—Mark Miller 


STATES OF DENIAL 

Pot laws vary across the USA. So you might want to think 
twice before crossing these state lines. 


KANSAS: Possession of any 
amount can result in a year in jail 
and a $1,000 fine for first-time of¬ 
fenders. For a second conviction: 
three and a half years and a 
$100,000 fine. The punishments 
are even more severe for posses¬ 
sion or sale near schools or even 
public parks. Also: no medical laws. 

ANY HOPE?: House Bill 2610 
would legalize medical pot, but 
it’s still floating around in the 
legislature. Kansas has con¬ 
templated decrim because of 
the taxpayer expense for im¬ 
prisoning small-time offenders, 
but there’s been no progress to 
speak of. 

ALABAMA: Criminalizes pos¬ 
session of any amount: One joint 
can get you a year in prison, with 
increased penalties for posses¬ 
sion or distribution near 
schools. No medical laws. 

ANY HOPE?: A medical-pot 
bill (HB 207) is pending in the 
legislature. Some lawmakers 
recognize the folly of incarcer¬ 
ating people for small amounts, 
but there’s no traction here. 

The Drug Policy Alliance reports 
some progress in reforming the 
state’s severe sentencing and 
parole statutes and restoring 
voting rights for people con¬ 
victed of felony drug offenses. 

WYOMING: Possession of up 
to an ounce could land you a year 
in jail plus a $1,000 fine. No med¬ 
ical laws. 

ANY HOPE?: Notmuch-the 
legislature hasn’t even dis¬ 
cussed a medical bill. 

INDIANA: Currently criminal¬ 
izes possession of any amount, 
with increased penalties for re¬ 
peat offenders. An ounce can get 
you a year and a $5,000 fine. No 
medical laws. 

ANY HOPE?: No serious legal¬ 
ization movement. Politicians 
fear the medical-pot issue in this 
conservative state. One dubious 
silver lining: Overcrowded jails 
have resulted in early release for 
nonviolent pot offenders. 

OKLAHOMA: Any amount can 
get you a year, and there are 
mandatory minimums in place with 
felony charges for most pot of¬ 
fenses. In addition to high fines, 
there are financial penalties for 
not obeying the Marijuana Tax 
Stamp laws. A loss of college fi¬ 
nancial aid and driver's license is 
also possible. No medical laws. 

ANY HOPE?: There are some 
grounds for optimism in several 
pending bills. SB 573 would le¬ 
galize med-pot; SB 843 would 


reduce possession penalties; 

SB 326 would reduce the mini¬ 
mum amount of time served on 
a pot offense from 85 to 65 per¬ 
cent to gain parole eligibility. 
Other bills address easing drug- 
sentencing standards and drug¬ 
testing laws. 

ARIZONA: Look out! Posses¬ 
sion of just one ounce can get you 
18 months and a devastating 
$150,000 fine here. 

ANY HOPE?: Prop. 203 legal¬ 
ized medical pot, which will be 
available at dispensaries begin¬ 
ning in summer 2011. 

NEW JERSEY: Possession of 
even a single joint can get you six 
months and a $1,000 fine. 

ANY HOPE?: In January 
2011, the New Jersey Legisla¬ 
ture approved a measure allow¬ 
ing patients access to medical 
pot grown and distributed via 
state-monitored dispensaries. 

MONTANA: Possession of even 
a gram can result in six months in 
jail; possession of 60 grams can 
result in five years. 

ANY HOPE?: HB 541 would 
have reduced possession of an 
ounce to a $50 fine, but it died. A 
strong medical law exists, but 
at the beginning of 2011, threats 
of amendments or outright re¬ 
peal were in the air. 

ARKANSAS: The increase in 
Arkansas’ arrest rates for pot of¬ 
fenses outpaces the national av¬ 
erage. Anyone in possession of 
more than an ounce is presumed 
to be selling pot and charged ac¬ 
cordingly. But first-time offenders 
carrying less than an ounce can 
receive drug treatment and proba¬ 
tion. No medical laws. 

ANY HOPE?: In recent 
years, voters in Fayetteville and 
Eureka Springs have approved 
“lowest law-enforcement prior¬ 
ity” laws for adult possession 
of an ounce or less. 

NORTH CAROLINA: The best 
of this bunch on a couple of 
fronts: North Carolina hasn’t de¬ 
criminalized, but first-time of¬ 
fenders with less than 14 grams 
receive suspended sentences. On 
the other hand, no medical laws, 
and Marijuana Tax Stamp viola¬ 
tions carry a 140 percent penalty 
for nonpayment [$3.50 per gram). 

ANY HOPE?: HB 1380 would 
have legalized medical mari¬ 
juana, but it was killed. The 
state Democratic Party Com¬ 
mittee vows to support med- 
pot and continue attempts to 
legalize it.

Delroy “Junior” Reid has been blazing a unique 
path in the music industry ever since he recorded 
for the great Hugh Mundell at the tender age of 14. 
He was raised in West Kingston’s notorious Wa¬ 
terhouse district, and after receiving his start with 
Mundell, he went on to sing, as a teenager, for 
Sugar Minot’s Youth Promotion label as well as 
the legendary King Jammy’s label. In 1985, at the 
age of 19, he became the lead singer for Black 
Uhuru. He has produced everyone from Dennis 
Brown to Gregory Isaacs to Linval Thompson and 
has spent the last four decades promoting Rasta 
culture, deftly crossing the boundaries between 
reggae, dancehall and hip-hop. 

His international hit “One Blood” sold more than 
two million copies at a time when the market never 
saw Caribbean artists reach those sales figures.

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Clean Friends," which finds the younger Graham 
lamenting, among other things, the loss of his 
smoking buddies—all three Girls admit that as 
the band has gotten busier, their recreational use 
has fallen off. Somebody’s got to smoke for this 
photo shoot, though, and Ian doesn’t seem to 
mind falling on his sword. 

“I'm applying for a medical card,” he explains 
between puffs. Michigan’s Prop. 1 passed in late 
2008, so medi-pot users and their caregivers are 
protected under state law. Cheap Girls seem 
well versed in both US and Canadian marijuana 
laws. They have to be: The fastest route to the 
East Coast from Lansing involves a six-hour-plus 
drive through Canada, so the band plays there 
frequently. 

During a recent trip across the border, Cana¬ 
dian authorities decided to investigate more than 
just the glove compartment: They searched the 
band’s laptops. 

“They asked us for our passwords,” recalls 
Ian. “And I said, ‘Oh, you’re gonna love this.’” His 
screensaver? A huge, sticky, resinous nug. 

"Needless to say, they were pretty thorough 
going through the van after that,” says Ben 
wryly. So thorough that they broke one of the 
van’s A/C vents.

“They just kind of left it dangling,” says Adam.

Having manfully laid waste to a 
tree-size spliff in the name of HT and rock’n’roll, 
a seemingly unfazed Ian leads his mates outside. 
“How far is the club?” he asks, squinting into the 
early-afternoon sun. “I bet we can walk!" tk

“Whoa, this is pretty cool!” Ian Graham, bassist and 
vocalist for the Lansing, Ml, trio Cheap Girls, looks 
appreciatively around the cramped, dark practice 
space that’s been secured for the band’s HIGH 
TIMES interview. “Not bad,” agrees his brother, 
Ben, squeezing in behind the drum kit, where he 
can generally be found. Guitarist Adam Aymor 
crouches atop an amp, grinning good-naturedly. 

Yeah, space is tight, but these guys can deal 
with it. Since getting together in 2007, they’ve 
played basements and living rooms all across the 
country, to the delight of hordes of scruffy, flan¬ 
nel-clad kids. Cheap Girls know how to party like 
it’s 1993: Over the course of their spark-plug ca¬ 
reer, they’ve released two albums [Find Me a Drink 
Home, 2008, and My Roaring 20’s, 2009) that com¬ 
bine the melodic hooks of ’90s-radio rock stal¬ 
warts the Gin Blossoms with the churning guitars 
and don’t-give-a-fuck sloppiness of the Pacific 
Northwest grunge bands from the same era. 

Today, even though it’s only noon, they’ve al¬ 
ready driven 400 miles—from Buffalo, NY, where 
they played last night. In just a couple of hours, 
they’ll be headlining a matinee a few blocks away. 
Right now, they’re like the sun outside: blazing. 

Well, Ian is, anyway. Although many of the 
band’s lyrics feature weed heavily—as in "All My 
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'Dreamt about a reefer five foot long. 



Kermit Ruffins breathes neuu life (and smoke) into New Orleans jazz. By Ashley Boudreaux 


Kermit Ruffins is the undisputed legatee of Louis Armstrong’s musical spirit. 
Though generations apart, their similarities are broad: Both are internation¬ 
ally known for their ebullient horn-playing, gravelly vocals and radiant per¬ 
sonas. Satchmo may have been the original jazz viper, but Ruffins carries 
that torch high. So similar are their musical styles that it’s not uncommon for 
people to mistake Kermit’s original work for Armstrong's more obscure 
tunes; one good example is “Breakfast, Lunch and Dinner” from his 2002 
album, Big Easy. Ruffins smiles when asked about the song: “It was originally 
‘Let’s take the party to my house / We’re gonna smoke some reefer and drink 
some beer.... ’” He taps out the tune on the bar, lost in his own beat. 

“I was lucky enough to get hooked on Louis Armstrong when I was about 
20 years old,” Ruffins continues. "I listened to beaucoup records and saw 
beaucoup videos of Louis Armstrong and of everybody else, from Count Basie 
to Coltrane, Cab Calloway, Louis Prima .... Me and my original band, Rebirth, 
would sit down and throw barbecue parties and watch those videos over and 
over again.” 

Kermit couldn't care less about being famous, yet for all that, he’s one of 
the most successful musicians in the United States—if you mark success by 
the impact someone has on others instead of just money. In an age when pub¬ 
lic criticism is a mark of intellectual superiority and effusive praise is suspect, 
the truth is that nobody has a bad thing to say about Kermit Ruffins—ever. It’s 
a rare and fine thing to be held in such universally high regard. Whether he’s 
burning it up onstage or cranking out some of his infamous barbecue while 


smoking a joint, Kermit radiates a deeply in¬ 
grained joy that’s continuous and infectious. And 
that’s more of an achievement than the 12 al¬ 
bums he’s released in the last 17 years (includ¬ 
ing his latest, the award-winning, swing-heavy 
Happy Talk), or the fact that he co-founded the 
world-renowned Rebirth Brass Band while still in high school, or his recur¬ 
ring role (as himself) on HBO’s widely acclaimed series, Treme. 

"It’s been packed at all my shows lately," Kermit muses with a hint of 
wonder. "I don’t know if it’s because of Treme or it’s just the time of the year. I 
can’t figure it out—just beautiful crowds with big spirits. Big spirits!" 

And that’s what it’s all about for Ruffins: the colloquy between himself 
and his audience. “That’s the most universal shit on earth—music. You can 
say, ‘One, and two... ’ and people from all over the world can understand,” 
Kermit says emphatically. “It’s crazy! It’s just like reefer—you can put that 
down in front of any smoker and get the same feeling. You get that instru¬ 
ment and blow into it, and you’re on a whole different level. It feels good; it 
soothes your soul; it’s the utter thing to bring it together—the universe. You 
got to bring that into your body, and it’s like getting high.” 

Then Kermit begs off to leave for his regular Thursday-night gig at 
Vaughn’s, and someone hands him a celluloid-wrapped joint full of fine dank 
to smoke later on with the band. It momentarily stops him in his tracks; then he 
raises one eyebrow, dramatically pulls out an 
identical joint and laughs. “Ta-dah!" He smells it 
slowly, as though savoring a fine cigar. “Those are 
kissing cousins. I love it. That’s good!” 

“The sky is high, and so am I... ” Kermit 
Ruffins croons to no one in particular as he 
sashays out the door and into the twilight. ^

The psychedelic drug DMT, 
whether romanticized by 
Terence McKenna or demo¬ 
nized in the art-house ex¬ 
ploitation flick Enter the 
Void, presents not only an 
overwhelming, unsettling 
and indescribable phenome¬ 
non to its users, but a poten¬ 
tially insurmountable 
challenge to a documentary 
filmmaker. After all, if you 
can’t even explain the experience, how can you film it? So Mitch Schultz 
gathered up a collection of modern psychedelia’s foremost thinkers— 
among them Douglas Rushkoff, Alex Grey, Jeremy Narby and Terence’s 
brother Dennis—to illuminate testimony from psychiatrist Rick Strass- 
man’s landmark five-year study of DMT and its effects on 40 human test 
subjects from a historical, scientific and spiritual perspective. 

The filmmaker’s goal was to “engage an audience in a way that was 
going to change the dialogue,” Schultz says from his base in Austin, TX. 



“There’s so much bad information out there that I figured [we had to] ed¬ 
ucate people a little bit about what these things really are.” 

Interspersed throughout with beguiling 3-D computer graphics by 
Scott Draves and the digital-art collective Electric 
Sheep, The Spirit Molecule focuses primarily on Strass- 
man’s volunteers, who speak publicly for the first time 
about their experiences. Their testimony, replete with 
alien entities, fractalinear visual patterns and ego-flat¬ 
tening perspectives, form the basis for the film’s in¬ 
triguing speculations on DMT—which is present in 
some way in all living beings—and its role in human 
consciousness. An uncharacteristically solemn Joe 
Rogan also appears to underscore the film’s themes, 
clad in an ill-fitting suit. “He just laughed and he goes, ‘I 
think I wore a suit once. You’re not gonna get me in 
that?”’ Schultz recalls. “We couldn’t fit the tie around 
his neck, so we had to leave the top button undone and 
leave the tie [loose] just for a more relaxed look.” 
Certainly, speculation trumps scientific skepticism 
when the film discusses endogenous DMT (i.e., the amounts naturally 
occurring in the human body) and presents its presumed role in mystical 
and religious experiences as a fait accompli. Still, for any past or future 
candidate for DMT’s rapture, the conversation here will provide a much- 
needed context for approaching its endless, multidimensional frontiers. 
"I don’t think these things are for everybody," Schultz emphasizes. “But 
it can have a very positive impact on the planet when you start really 
looking at what these experiences can teach us.”— Justin Hampton 


Six Organs of Admittance 

Asleep on the Floodplain 
(Drag City) 

Six Organs of Admittance is the 
brainchild of guitarist-singer- 
soundscapist Ben Chasny, a multihued musical 
sage who also heads up such rock-into-the- 
ether combos as Comets on Fire, Current 93, 
Badgerlore, August Born and Plague League. 
Largely self-played and self-produced, Chasny’s 
new Six Organs disc, Asleep on the Floodplain, 
pulls a light blanket over the darker implications 
of its surreal, misty dreams, delivered in lan¬ 
guidly droney excursions built on flickering 
acoustic guitars, enveloping harmonium pumps 
and distant, ambient fields of looped 12-strings, 
clanky percussion and plucked piano innards. 

On past efforts, Chasny served up deceptively 
lulling tales of mystery and imagination that 
brought a healthy tension to the sound of wonder. 
But Asleep seems determinedly mellow—not ex¬ 
actly blissed-out, but sort of grateful for the 
chance to be heard. Lilting and tumultuous, the 
brief but expansive instrumentals like “Above a 
Desert I’ve Never Seen’’ and "Saint of Fisher¬ 
men” reveal Chasny’s ongoing fascination with 
modal-mode John Fahey/Sandy Bull steel-string 
reverie. Wrapped in vague sonic sheets (a train’s 
brakes, an animal’s whoops), "Dawn, Running 
Home” has a strange but not uncomforting vibe, 
like cooking beans in a can ’round a hobo’s 
campfire. Chasny's all about how to do the back- 
to-the-country shtick without being a corndog 
about it. At times this implies something big and 
epic, as in "River of My Youth” ("I’Ll meet you on 
the other shore ... ”), where giant fog banks roll 
over the loping wagon-train guitar, and it doesn’t 
go anywhere, yet it does.—John Payne 


Roger Miret 
and the Disasters 

Gotta Get Up Now

Integrity, thy name is Roger 
Miret. Backed by the four-piece precision of the 
Disasters, Miret’s unique voice and impressive 
lyrical sense on Gotta Get Up Now prove that 
"street punk” can be rescued from the bowels 
of the ubiquitously banal "pop punk” while si¬ 
multaneously pushing musical boundaries. 

Opener "Stand Up and Fight” introduces the 
Disasters’ thinner, more polished sound, with 
less caustic riffing than Agnostic Front, Miret’s 
most renowned band. Still, "Fight” is a solid, de¬ 
claratory kick-start to the LP: "Antisocial till the 
day I die, / Rot in a desert on a mountainside!” 
Though "We’re Gonna Find a Way” might not ap¬ 
peal to hardcore AF fans, there’s no denying its 
hook and great lyrics: "Why was I born a la¬ 
borer’s son? / Is the only way out with a mask 
and a gun?” "My Own Way” is arguably the 
strongest number here, unifying breakneck 
thrash and colorful early-’80s New York hard¬ 
core memories: "Drunken, pissing in a record 
store, / We ran Eighth Street, that’s for sure.... ” 

Some tunes are hilariously violent, like 
"Tales of a Short Haired Boy” ("Better step 
away... ain’t gonna stop ... / Doc Marten boots, 
number one crop”), while "Red White and 
Blue” and "Road to Nowhere” signal a return 
to Miret’s politically charged roots. The bonus 
track titled "Jr.” is a total departure: Miret 
takes a stab at heartfelt cow-punk as a father 
tells his newborn son: "I hope you take great 
journeys far and wide, / ’Cause we can’t teach 
you everything, / You gotta find some of that 
inside.”—Mark Miller 


Fela 

Coffin for Head of 
State/Unknown Soldier 
(Knitting Factory Records)

No artist has mixed music and 
activism with the same combination of dedica¬ 
tion, irreverence and panache as Fela Anikulapo 
Kuti. Born in Nigeria, Fela became a political agi¬ 
tator in the early 70s and remained so until his 
death from AIDS in 1997. Mixing African Yoruba 
music with American-style funk and jazz, Fela 
coined the term "Afrobeat” to describe his new 
genre, which eschewed standard pop-song 
structures in favor of longer, percussion- and 
brass-heavy rhythmic excursions. 

Fela got the attention of the powers that be 
after he formed his own commune, Kalakuta Re¬ 
public, and declared that it was seceding from 
Nigeria. In 1977, government soldiers stormed 
his compound, beating him and throwing his 
mother out a window to her death. Fela memori¬ 
alized the incident in two songs, "Coffin for Head 
of State” and "Unknown Soldier.” "Coffin” relates 
the story of how, after the raid, Fela and his sup¬ 
porters carried his mother’s coffin to the Niger¬ 
ian Army barracks and delivered it to General 
Olusegun Obasanjo. Along the way, Fela de¬ 
scribes what he sees: an Africa corrupted by 
Christians and Muslims. "Unknown Soldier” con¬ 
tinues along a similar rhythmic path while the 
lyrics describe the rapes, beatings, lootings and 
destruction that occurred. "Dem kill my mama,” 
Fela cries over and over—one of the strongest 
moments of his prodigious recording career. 

Knitting Factory Records has set about re-re- 
leasing the entirety of Fela’s output—50 or so al¬ 
bums. Coffin is a good place to start, but really, 
you can dig in anywhere.—Chris Simunek 
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Prohibition, segregation, and discrimination are still issues. By Paul Krassner 



California’s Prop. 19 was defeated, but 
the bottom line remains clear. In the 
words of author/activist Harvey 
Wasserman: "The simple truth about 
America’s marijuana prohibition: Any 
law that allows the easy incarceration 
of any citizen anytime those in power 
want to do it is the ultimate enemy of 
democracy. With 800,000 annual 
arrests over an herb used by tens of 
millions of Americans, it is the corner¬ 
stone of a police state.” 

Shortly before the midterm elec¬ 
tions, I wrote a letter to Barack Obama, 
and a journalist friend faxed a copy 
directly to him. Here’s an excerpt: 

"It seems that the theme emanating 
from the White House is ‘Eat, Pray, Be 
Disappointed.’ And yet, whenever I feel 
disappointed, I always realize that the 
alternative was John McCain, with Sarah 
Palin just one Halloween ‘Boof away 
from the presidency, and then I always 
feel a sense of relief. But you promised 
to end the raids on medical-marijuana 
dispensaries. They haven’t stopped... 

"Bob Woodward writes in Obama’s Wars 
about Colin Powell’s status as an adviser to you. 
He has finally changed his mind about gays in 
the military. As a stand-up satirist, I used to con¬ 
duct an imaginary dialogue with him: ‘General 
Powell, you’re the first African-American to be 
head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and you come 
from the tradition of a military family. So you 
know that blacks were once segregated in the 
Army because the other soldiers might feel 
uncomfortable if blacks slept in the same bar¬ 
racks. And now that’s what they say about 
gays—that other soldiers might feel uncomfort¬ 
able about gays sleeping in the same barracks.’ 
‘Well,’ he replies, ‘you have to understand: We 
never told anybody we were black.’ 

"And, Mr. President, that was the forerunner 
of the same ‘Don’t ask, don’t tell’ policy that you 
promised to rescind, only you haven’t been acting 
like a commander-in-chief. Those who serve in 
the military are trained to follow orders. If they 
can follow orders to kill fellow humans, they can 
certainly follow orders to treat openly gay service 
people with total equality. Not only is the current 
guideline counterproductive, but this display of 
trickle-down immorality must, on some level of 
consciousness, serve as a contributing factor to 
enabling the anti-gay bullying and torturing of 
innocent victims. 

"The ultimate irony is that gays in the military 
are fighting, being maimed and dying unneces¬ 
sarily, supposedly to protect the freedom their 
own country is denying them. I received a mes¬ 
sage from a mother: ‘I am trying to explain this to 


my 12-year-old son, who wants to know, if men 
and women don’t share barracks in the military, 
why gay men and hetero men should share bar¬ 
racks’—but then follows with ‘They should all 
sleep in the same place.’ 

"Gay rights and marijuana smokers’ rights 
are both constitutional civil rights. Yet Attorney 
General Eric Holder—having been pressured by 
nine former DEA chiefs, plus the president of 
Mexico—warned that if Prop. 19 was passed, the 
federal government would not look the other way, 
as it has done with medical marijuana. 

"Holder, who wouldn’t prosecute the Bush 
administration for promulgating torture, 
explained: Let me state clearly that the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice strongly opposes Proposition 19. 

If passed, this legislation will greatly complicate 
federal drug enforcement efforts to the detriment 
of our citizens. We will vigorously enforce the 
[law] against those individuals and organizations 
that possess, manufacture or distribute marijua¬ 
na for recreational use, even if such activities are 
permitted under state law.’ 

"In a truly free society, the distinction of 
whether marijuana is used for medical or 
recreational purposes would be as irrelevant 
an excuse for discrimination as whether the 
sexual preference of gays and lesbians is 
innate or a matter of choice.” ^

“I got nothing but cool shit—and you know it,” I 
retorted smugly.

On April 15,2010, while 

millions of Americans stressed 
over the deadline for filing their in¬ 
come tax returns, the worldwide 
cannabis community mourned the loss 
of beloved activist, author, elder states¬ 
man and friend Jack Herer. The months fol¬ 
lowing Jack’s passing have seen an outpouring 
of fond remembrance expressed in a variety of 
ways, from millions of bowls smoked in his honor 
to inspired works of art in a variety of media. Now one 
Bay Area gardener has taken it a step further—by build¬ 
ing a glowing indoor garden memorial and filling it with the 
strain named in the Hemperor’s honor. 

This NorCal caregiver’s meticulously tended garden pays 
homage to Jack’s influence and his role in the fight to legalize 
medical pot by staying well within the limits of California law and 
maximizing the efficient use of space in this 175-square-foot room 
with a 7-foot ceiling. Originally a music-production studio, the space 
evolved into a garden over time. As each harvest showed success and im¬ 
provement, the sound equipment was gradually replaced. Finally, the whole 
studio was refitted. Goodbye, mixing board; hello, trays and reservoirs. 


Strain Selection 

Our friend chose a popular Jack Herer offshoot known as J-1, or more affectionately 
as Jack’s—meaning Jack would choose it as his favorite. This sticky sativa grows stat¬ 
uesque branches that hold fat clusters of glistening, lime green buds. These sparkling 
nuggets would stand out in any garden. Lemon-lime candy aroma punches the nostrils in a 
way that prompts images of clean floors and polished furniture. A heavy yielder with strong 
genetics, J-1 will not disappoint. 

Clones were obtained from a friend and reputable vendor. Two trays of 60 identical 6-inch cut¬ 
tings arrived together. The cuttings are rooted in 4-inch cubes and come in packs of six, which makes 
them easy to transport, feed and treat for pests. Each cube is dunked in Green Cure to remedy the com 
mon California powdery mildew. 


These top-heavy buds need 
the support of a nylon trellis 
to keep their heads up. 
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Simple Hydroponics 

The hydro system is a simple top-drip into four trays that drain to waste. 
One-gallon grow bags are filled with 75% coco fiber and 25% perlite to in¬ 
crease drainage. 

The 55-gallon reservoir is always accessible outside the growroom. A 
1,000-gph pump in the rez pushes the nutrient mixture into the half-inch 
tubes that run along each table. Quarter-inch feed lines connect this hose 
to each grow bag and terminate at a plastic T to prevent clogging. 

The day the clones arrive, they’re transplanted into individual grow 
bags and watered in with feed solution. A Nitrozime foliar feed is applied 
every four days. A short veg period helps control the vertical growth of this 
sativa -dominant strain. After a week of vegging, the babies are topped to 
encourage branching. Three days later, it’s flowering time! This grower 
doesn’t have separate vegetation and flowering rooms. The plants go from 
clone to harvest on the same tables under the same lights. 


The topping encourages the plants to branch out. After 10 days under a 
12-hour-on/12-hour-off light schedule, the lower nodes are removed from 
each branch to direct energy to the best-lit part of the canopy. After 14 days 
of flowering, each branch is gently tied from a low point to the grow bag so 
that they open up Christmas-tree style for maximum light penetration. This 
extra step also helps to manage the natural height of the strain and pro¬ 
tects the tops of the buds from heat stress. Once the buds are swelled be¬ 
yond the strength of the stalk, a nylon trellis on a PVC frame catches the 
falling heads. 
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An atmospheric controller senses 
and regulates temperature, 
humidity and CO2. 

Feeding, Lighting and Environmental Controls 

This low-maintenance system is built for consistency. Even the feeding is 
simple and streamlined. The basic mix is General Hydroponics’ Flora Nova 
series (Micro at 6 ml/gal and Bloom at 9 ml/gal), with some Botanicare cal¬ 
cium/magnesium supplement in the beginning. A GH liquid Kool Bloom 
blast during weeks three through seven is applied by hand twice a week. 

The feed is mixed fresh daily from 650 to 850 ppm and 5.6 to 5.8 pH. Al¬ 
ways on a timer, the pumps run for 40 seconds once a day until the fourth 
week, when a second 40-second feeding is added. Seven 1,000-watt high- 
pressure sodium (HPS) bulbs rocking it raw dog light it up! The hoods have 
no glass or air-cooling; this ensures that the 175-square-foot garden re¬ 
ceives maximum light. (Glass eats up lumens, especially when combined 
with air-cooling; it gets dirty fast, and you wind up spending way too much 
time cleaning.) One light is on a mover. This grower uses analog Sun System 
ballasts mounted together. The high-lumen coverage produces tight, dense 
nuggets, but it takes a lot of cooling power to balance the heat of the lights. 

A 24,000-Btu Shinco mini-split-unit air conditioner handles the bulk of 


the cooling with the internal thermostat set at 76°F, but to hold the whole 
room at 79°F takes a second 18,000-Btu mini-split unit. While the large 
unit works independently of the other room features, the smaller unit is 
controlled at the brain: a Sentinel CHHC-1. The Sentinel is an environmen¬ 
tal controller that automatically senses and regulates temperature, hu¬ 
midity and carbon-dioxide levels. These different parts of the garden all 
interface at the controller, which receives information and in turn makes 
the needed changes. 

A 100-pint/day Santa Fe dehumidifier easily keeps the humidity below 
60%. To keep the CO 2 above 1,500 ppm, a 20-pound gas tank with regulator 
is refilled four times before harvest. The Sentinel makes easy work of 
maintaining stable conditions. Every cord is stapled neatly in place all the 
way to the brain, where the Sentinel and a CAP MLC-8x light relay timer 
oversee the daily operations. 

Finally, a high-temperature shutoff switch is used to shut down power 
to the lights if the room ever reaches 90°F. This protects the plants from 
getting cooked in case of mechanical failure.

Harvesting, Drying and Curing 

Flushing is the final step before 
harvest to create a fine product. Al¬ 
ternating flushes of pure water by 
hand and through drip emitters en¬ 
sures that most salts are washed 
from the media. These pure-water 
feedings alternate for a week until 
harvest day finally arrives. 

The buds are harvested in the 
dark and then rushed to the anx¬ 
ious trim crew—gloved and ready 
for a long day of cutting. Densely 
packed, hanging on tall wire racks 
with their heads now facing the 
floor, these buds are placed into a 
regulated dry room. This converted 
closet pulls fresh air in through a 
HEPA filter and out through a car¬ 
bon scrubber. After four to six days 
at 55% to 60% humidity and 67°F to 
73°F, the buds are bucked off the 
stem into turkey bags. 

The bags are opened every day 
until ideal dryness has been 
reached; then they’re only opened 
every four to five days to exchange 
air. The trim is frozen into 1-gallon 
freezer bags and will later be used 
as the raw materials for a favorite 
NorCal pastime: making bubble 
hash! 

Fourteen pounds of gorgeous 
stinking bud validate all the hard 
work and love. Eventually, this top- 
quality product will find its way into 
the hands of grateful patients 
whose generous donations keep 
the lights on, so to speak. 

Gratitude is owed to Jack 
Herer’s tireless activism and vi¬ 
sionary writing. So many have 
benefited from his work and his 
love—you have to assume that 
Jack would be extremely proud of 
his legacy. The world would be a 
better place if we all strove to 
have the contemplative, accepting 
nature that Jack taught and lived. 
And what better way to celebrate 
the memory of this giant among 
warriors than to grow the dope 
weed that bears his name? ^

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Powered by natural 
sunlight, greenhouse 
growing produces 
good yields and 
strong medicine. 
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TIELAVIV 

I arrived in Tel Aviv in typical Nico fashion—eyes wide open, no expectations 
and completely lost. My Israeli contacts where completely unknown to me, and 
my lead for the story was a young Canadian, Matt, whom I'd met only once be¬ 
fore. Matt’s the founder and owner of BC Bud Depot, a cannabis-seed company 
originally based in British Columbia, but now operating mostly out of Amster¬ 
dam. Matt's connection to the grow scene in Israel is, of course, genetics. 

As I made my way from the airport to a quaint little hotel on the beaches of 
the Mediterranean, my taxi driver informed me that a big storm was coming 
and that everyone was very excited. Apparently, it doesn’t rain much in Israel, 
and Tel Aviv hadn’t had a single drop in nearly 11 months. As luck would have 
it, the first drops began to fall as I unloaded my bags at the hotel. 

While checking in, I was again informed about the joyous occasion of rain, 
which was actually a hurricane-force storm that would, unbeknownst to me 
at the time, go on for nearly two full days. But I had already put it out of my 


mind to focus on the task at hand, which was to investigate the intel and pho¬ 
tos coming into HT’s office that detailed a rather large grow op somewhere in 
central Israel. 

The scoop was that the Israeli government was backing a national med¬ 
ical-marijuana program—one that started in 1995 but had only recently (in 
the last five or six years) really begun to take off and command serious atten¬ 
tion from both politicians and doctors. The more newsworthy aspect of the 
story, at least from a cultivator’s point of view, is that there are now six li¬ 
censed producers of medical marijuana in Israel, with more on the way. 

The time was now for me to get in the know and hook up with the grow, 
and I did so immediately, as my interest was definitely piqued. I still couldn’t 
keep my curious mind from wondering just how this all came about in what 
has to be one of the more conservative and definitely most security-con¬ 
scious and militarized countries in the world. It just didn't seem to fit in with 
my mental image of Israel. But that was all about to change. 






TI-IE ABOVEGROUND 
‘GROW SHELTER’ 

It didn’t take long to get things moving, even de¬ 
spite the torrential downpours that had everyone 
else in Israel dancing in the streets. As these 
sorts of excursions often dictate, a small crew of 
growers and like-minded individuals had some¬ 
how been assembled through a series of clan¬ 
destine connections. The group was broadly 
international and mostly assembled for one busi¬ 
ness purpose or another. Everyone convened at a 
bar to get comfortable with one other the night 
before we were scheduled to tour one of the 
largest medical farms in Israel. Every minute 
added to my suspense: The pictures I saw back in 
New York led me to believe that there was some 
sophisticated growing going on over here. In the 
coming days, I found out how true this was. 

The next day, our little group set out for 
CANNDOC, one of the med-pot facilities permit¬ 
ted by the Ministry of Health. Ori, a close friend 
of the farm’s operators, and previous cultivation 
manager, had been given permission to serve as 
our guide. Ori was an excellent grower in his own 
right and had helped set up some of the gardens 
at CANNDOC. Now Ori was working at another licensed farm, but that didn’t stop him from returning 
to help his former employers show off what was some of best-grown medicine in the world. 

The CANNDOC farm was located about an hour outside of Tel Aviv. It was a fairly large and very 
secure complex comprising a mega-greenhouse garden plus a few indoor components for non¬ 
flowering plants, as well as trimming, drying and curing areas. Despite the raging forces of nature 
outside, the plants in the greenhouse were thriving. As the group dispersed in different directions, I 
began taking pictures and meeting with some of the employees, all of whom had a very friendly, 
even California-esque vibe. Eventually, I met the directors of CANNDOC and got a complete run¬ 
down on the facility. We went over everything from how they were growing and what they were plan¬ 
ning next, to the history of Israel’s medical program, as well as CANNDOC’s own timeline. One thing 
was for sure: Israel had it going on, and might even be poised to set a new model for the world to 
follow when it comes to medical marijuana. 



GREENHBUGE GROINING 

The cultivation complex itself was smartly laid out 
and well organized. The focal point was a massive, 
sprawling greenhouse that stood at the rear of the 
compound. It was an unusual time to inspect the 
greenhouse, since the force of the ongoing storm 
was likely not something the structure had to with¬ 
stand very often. But she certainly held her own. 

Inside, the gardens were meticulously placed. 
Neat rows of large plants were labeled with num¬ 
bers overhead, signaling to the growers the age and 
strain of each. The greenhouse interior was loosely 
sectioned into separate areas that were easily iden¬ 
tifiable, with some areas housing younger and 
smaller plants, some with strictly purple pheno¬ 
types, and others with larger, ready-to-harvest 
trees. The idea was to keep the greenhouse in per¬ 
petual harvest; to that end, new plants were moved 
from a nearby vegetation room into the greenhouse 
every two weeks. These plants would take the place 
of older plants that had just been harvested, a tech¬ 
nique that provided a fresh crop every two weeks. 

Once in the greenhouse, the plants were placed 
in 30-gallon containers that are large enough to 
allow their root structure to expand more fully, 
thereby allowing each plant to attain a greater size. 
Because space (specifically height) isn’t a concern 
and the sunlight is free and plentiful, this technique 
often works well for greenhouses: The natural sun¬ 
light pouring in through the ceiling and walls plays a 
huge role in the development and growth of the 
plants. To get cannabis plants to reach their maxi¬ 
mum potential in terms of size and yield, strong light 
needs to be provided, and sunlight is not only one of 
the strongest, most energy-packed light sources we 
have on Earth, but it also provides the best possible 
spectrum for creating lush, happy, vibrant gardens. 
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NUTRIENTS, IVIIEDIUIlfl fii IRRIGATION 

Another factor contributing to the robust success of the garden was the 
feeding program employed by the growers. This program was completely 
organic, utilizing the Amsterdam-founded BioBizz nutrient line. Using non¬ 
synthetic, naturally occurring ingredients as fertilizers allows for living mi¬ 
croenvironments to form within the grow medium. Artificial nutrients will 
often kill the beneficial microbial agents that aid plants in mineral uptake 
at the root zone. Furthermore, organics are a lot healthier for patients who 
may eventually smoke the cannabis, because they’re generally easier to 
flush out before harvest, leaving less residuals to be ingested. 

The medium being used was a soilless mix of coco coir and perlite 
(about 70/30, respectively) with an added layer of rocks at the bottom of 
the containers to improve drainage and air penetration. The medium was 
light and airy, allowing valuable oxygen to reach the roots. The medium it¬ 
self also provided excellent protection for the root system, both in terms of 
buffering (to prevent nutrient burn) and temperature stability. 

The irrigation was automated, but the watering and feeding cycles 


weren't on a set schedule; rather, the system was manually turned on by 
the growers as needed (though this is about to change; see p 57). The irri¬ 
gation system itself is straightforward, using a standard series of hoses to 
bring either fresh water or nutrient solution into the greenhouse from a 
water and mixing station outside. One-inch pipes run along the green¬ 
house perimeter, with half-inch hoses attached to them via T-joints at the 
end of each row of plants. These half-inch hoses feed another series of 
spaghetti lines at each plant container, which hook into stake-injectors 
placed directly into the medium. Each container has four stake-injectors 
that can feed the plant for any amount of time the growers desire. 

Depending on greenhouse conditions such as temperature and humid¬ 
ity, a standard water cycle can last anywhere from 30 seconds to several 
minutes. Determining whether the gardens receive nutrient solution or 
only fresh water depends on the schedule set forth by the master grower. 
This schedule takes into account any number of factors, including genetics, 
atmospheric conditions and the plants’ stage of development. 
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FLUSHING, TRIMMING S DRYING 

When it comes to watering, one thing never changes: For 10 to 14 days before harvest, the growers use only fresh 
water with zero nutrients. This thorough flushing helps to leach leftover nutrients out of the soil—and, thus, out 
of the plants. As mentioned earlier, this not only produces healthier cannabis for human consumption, but it also 
aids the drying and curing process, which means the final product will taste, smell and burn a lot better. 

Once flushed and ready for harvest, the branches are cut from the trees and taken inside for trimming. The 
trimming is done by two industrial-grade machines with a combined total trimming power of 20 kilos [44 pounds) 
per hour! Once trimmed, the buds are placed on plastic crates in a single layer. The crates are only a few inches 
high and extremely porous all around for good airflow. The crates are then stacked as high as 12 feet and placed 
in a cool, dry room lit only by green light, which helps the flowers end their life cycle since it doesn’t induce much 
(if any) photosynthesis. After five or six days, the buds are then packaged and sent to a dispensary for distribution 
to patients. 
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CANNDOC is headed by its founder and 
owner, Yaron Blubsein, and its director, 
Neri Barak. Yaron serves as the master 
grower and ultimately controls all as¬ 
pects of cultivation here. The 58-year- 
old Yaron has dedicated his life to 
horticulture, graduating from university 
with an agricultural degree in 1971. 
Today, CANNDOC is one of 14 cannabis- 
production companies licensed by the 
Ministry of Health... but that figure is 
now being curtailed to approximately 
half that number. 

According to Neri, the “system is still 
conservative, but it is the Ministry of 
Health that is more conservative than the 
doctors.” Be that as it may, Israel has 
loosened its restrictions on the use of 
medical marijuana. Aside from the termi¬ 
nally ill, who are routinely admitted into 
medical-marijuana programs in other 
nations around the world, Israel has 
broadened its program to include lower 
levels of chronic pain as well as chronic 
depression. Following closely on the 
heels of other progressive-minded med¬ 
ical-marijuana countries such as Holland 
and Canada, Israel has also included 
PTSD (post-traumatic stress disorder) in 
its list of ailments qualified for medical- 
marijuana use. Impressive, to be sure. 

For their part, Yaron and Neri have 
done their best to represent the med¬ 
ical-marijuana community in the best 
possible light. They regularly meet with 
health officials, dispensary workers and 
even university professors to keep com¬ 
munication, information and the pro¬ 
gram moving forward. 

But it’s their dedication to cannabis 
cultivation and the quality therein that 
makes CANNDOC such a success. For 
example, they use an outside lab to test 
their product to ensure the consistency 
of their medicine. Going one step fur¬ 
ther, Yaron has been known to taste the 
soil (with his mouth) to decide howto 
regulate their feeding and flushing pro¬ 
grams. When you’ve been in the busi¬ 
ness as long as he has, you definitely 
pick up a few unconventional tricks. 

But Yaron has other concerns be¬ 
sides quality: CANNDOC’s perpetual- 
harvest schedule is in place to ensure 
that a constant supply is available to the 
patients who need it. Compassion is still 
the central principal governing CAN¬ 
NDOC’s growing business, and growing it 
certainly is—CANNDOC hopes to expand 
beyond the borders of Israel, taking its 
ideas and ideals to other countries, in¬ 
cluding the US. Business plans in Cali¬ 
fornia may soon take CANNDOC to one of 
the largest medical-marijuana centers in 
the world, so stay tuned. 
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The time of larger 
plants at CANNDOC may 
soon be at an end if 
their new S06 system 
yields higher. 


lIlfllMDS OF CHANGE 

Although the photographs in this article more 
than illustrate the success that CANNDOC is hav¬ 
ing with its cultivation program, that doesn’t 
mean there isn’t room for improvement. In fact, 
CANNDOC is planning a total overhaul of its cur¬ 
rent grow system and plans to implement a new 
model that will boost efficiency and yields. The 
planned shift will change the system from a 
large-tree to a "sea of green” (SOG) format, mak¬ 
ing the new system a more active hydroponic op¬ 
eration. The SOG system will grow much smaller 
plants, but in much higher quantities. 

Turning the greenhouse into a fully automated 
SOG hydro setup will be an impressive feat. The 
new format will implement a smart-grow system 
that utilizes a state-of-the-art soil-probe technol¬ 
ogy from Auto Agronom. Gone will be the days of 
soil-tasting (maybe), as this gear uses probes in¬ 
side plant containers to measure such things as 
root temperature, oxygen levels, pH (of both the 
soil and the water/nutrient solution being added), 
electrical conductivity (EC) and ppm. A centralized 
computer "brain” collects the data and uses it to 
regulate the irrigation system, which relies on 
emitters that "pulse” water and nutrients as 
needed. This system will save both time and money 
by preventing over- and underfeeding or -watering. 
In Israel’s extremely hot summer months, the 
short pulses of water can occur from 150 to 250 


times per day, whereas in the winter season, the 
plants may need watering as little as 10 times daily. 

To phase in the new system, the current setup 
will slowly be scrapped as new plants are moved 
into the greenhouse. The new plants will be 
housed in 1-gallon containers, which will allow up 
to 20 plants per square meter. This will enable a 
greenhouse facility of this size to harvest roughly 
2,000 plants at a time, which Neri estimates will 
produce approximately 150 to 200 pounds of 
cannabis every two weeks. 

To make things even more efficient, CANNDOC 
will be changing the method by which it takes and 
vegetates clones. Partnering with a nearby agri¬ 
culture lab, CANNDOC will institute a tissue-cul¬ 
ture (TC) program with the new grow system. The 
benefits of creating clones from sterile-environ¬ 
ment plant-tissue samples are staggering. First, 
the space needed to house mother plants is cut 
down exponentially. More importantly, TC clones 
produced in a lab leave the grow op with a clean 
bill of health: Pests are nonexistent, and diseases 
are much less likely to occur because the lab only 
needs to keep one or two mother plants perfectly 
healthy to ensure that the offspring are also in 
perfect condition. Furthermore, surface problems 
such as botrytis and powdery mildew are no 
longer an issue, as the clones aren’t produced 
from plant cuttings with leaves or stems. Instead, 
TC clones are spawned from a minuscule sample 


of plant-tissue cells and propagated in small, 
sterile jars filled with a hormone gel. 

The lab will supply the facility with 2-inch 
plants that CANNDOC will veg for nearly two 
weeks, until they reach a height of around 10 to 12 
inches. At that point, the plants will be moved into 
the greenhouse to flower. It will take a total of 
seven shipments of almost 2,000 TC clones to fill 
the main greenhouse. That puts the total number 
somewhere in the range of 12,000 to 14,000 flow¬ 
ering plants! 

As the storm outside died down, I thought 
back to my initial impressions on growing medical 
cannabis in Israel. Had I been correct, this opera¬ 
tion would have required not only tons of money 
spent on electricity, cooling equipment and the 
like, but also one hell of an underground bunker! 
I’m sure glad I was able to visit CANNDOC and 
relay the cannabis situation there to readers 
around the globe. It’s a great feeling to know that 
the times are a-changing, for both the good peo¬ 
ple of Israel as well as the fine patients and sup¬ 
porters of cannabis 
throughout the world. ^

The members of the Humboldt Growers Association strive to produce perfect pot 
while maintaining respect for their elders and the environment. Here’s how 
to create your own sustainable pot farm from seed to harvest in 
Northern Cali style. By Kym Kemp. Photos by Lochfoot 








Inside the HGA 

Most pot farmers shy away from showing potential rivals how to replicate their 
success, but not Humboldt Local. As a charter member of the Humboldt Growers 
Association—a newly formed nonprofit cannabis-cultivation trade organization— 
he actually wants to share his secrets and best practices. 

Though still young, and a lifelong resident of the most legendary ganja-grow- 
ing county in California, Humboldt Local has already made a name for himself 
cultivating some of the weightiest—and healthiest—pot plants on the planet. His 
outdoor medical gardens boast gigantic, fully organic plants that will yield 10 
sticky pounds of bud apiece come harvest time. And he does it all in a way that 
supports the natural beauty of his bucolic surroundings rather than depleting it. 

"The first generation of growers in this area raised us to respect our land, our 
community and our bodies,” HL says. "We were taught that our food as well as 
our cannabis should be grown sustainably, with as little impact on the environ¬ 
ment as possible.” 

From the top of his garden, HL looks off to where the buff-colored meadows 
shoulder up against dark green trees. A pale spot on the hillside marks a solitary 
house, while all around him, under the wide summer sky, enormous marijuana 
plants link their branches tightly together to form a hedge of thickly budded colas. 



























Mom-and-Pop or Cash Crop? 

This is the future that the Humboldt Growers Associa¬ 
tion sees for its members, as the county’s number one 
cash crop continues to move from the black-market 
outlaw world of prohibition into a brave new world of 
increasingly legal marijuana. To that end, the HGA has 
been working with both outdoor cannabis farmers and 
local officials to develop a countywide medical-mari¬ 
juana ordinance. It wants to help mom-and-pop grow¬ 
ers survive in an increasingly competitive and actively 
regulated marketplace while building a framework for 
a fully legitimate cannabis industry in the future. 

"I want to help growers who risked their freedom 
for decades to continue to support their families with 
their expertise,” Humboldt Local says. "And we want 
consumers to know where their pot comes from— 
whether it’s an indoor factory farm with chemical fer¬ 
tilizers and pesticides, or organic, sustainable 
agriculture that helps support a local community.”

Plant Seed for Great Weed 

No matter which strain you choose, Humboldt 
Local highly recommends starting from seed. 

"Seed plants tend to be stronger and less sus¬ 
ceptible to mold and plant disease than clones," he 
says. “The plants have a stronger immune system.” 

That’s because clones several generations re¬ 
moved from the original mother plant may prove 
increasingly fragile, despite being otherwise iden¬ 
tical to the first clone taken. And you can’t tell just 
by looking. Nor can you always tell if a clone 
brought in from an outside source has been weak¬ 
ened by bugs that the propagator has since 
cleared away—or, even worse, if the propagator 
hasn’t destroyed all the bugs, which promptly in¬ 
fest your new garden. 

"Seeds give you a fresh start,” HL says. "Choose 
seeds that are dark brown with tiger stripes, not 
immature white or green ones.”

Local Strains 

Humboldt Local isn’t just passionate about his politics— 
he’s passionate about pot, too, particularly when it 
comes to performing the neat trick of turning a handful 
of seeds into a bumper crop of sweet, crystal-laden buds. 

So how does he do it? 

"Start with strains acclimatized to your region,” HL 
says. He works with a variety of genetics that have grown 
wonderfully accustomed to life in the Humboldt Hills 
over the course of many seasons. He also keeps his 
bloodlines fresh and vital by carefully introducing new 
varieties. He bred one of his premium strains, Purple 
Star, not only for its heavy yield and large size, but also 
for its "up” high—a soaring, saf/Va-like effect. Dark pink 
hairs give the growing buds a distinctive look, and the 
old-school, spicy skunk smell imbues the cured end 
product with a powerful aroma. When left to ripen fully, 
Purple Star can turn almost black. 

Another of Humboldt Local’s specialty strains is Se¬ 
quoia Mist, an early harvester that sparkles with a heavy 
resin frost completely covering the chunky buds. Sequoia 
Mist looks like indoor, with a smell so powerful that even 
extra-heavy oven bags can’t mask the odor. 



Natural Light 

To protect his young plants from the elements, 
Humboldt Local starts them in a greenhouse, 
which he wires with 30-watt bulbs every 10 feet as 
a way to keep off the spring chill and extend the 
light cycle sufficiently to prevent the onset of early 
flowering. Otherwise, the entire garden is both 
fully organic and completely sun-grown. 

Beginning in March, HL makes a very hot, all- 
organic soil mix (see sidebar on page 80). "The key 
to growing big plants is to build them from the soil 
up,” he says. "Introducing calcium is very impor¬ 
tant, because it helps boost the immune system.” 

After mixing the soil, he waters it just one 
time, then lets it sit for four to six weeks, until the 
soil temperature reaches 80°F. Meanwhile, when 
the seedlings’ roots begin to outgrow their con¬ 
tainers, he moves them into 1-gallon pots and ap¬ 
plies a foliar spray of an organic liquid fertilizer 
that also helps control mold and mildew. The 
plants get sprayed weekly as they’re subse¬ 
quently moved into 5- to 7-gallon pots, and then 
into the garden full of soil mix. 
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Pests Attack Weak Plants 

When it comes to pest prevention, Humboldt 
Local considers healthy plants to be the best de¬ 
fense against infestation. “Don’t let your plants 
get weak from over- or underwatering and fertil¬ 
izing," he advises, and they'll be far less suscepti¬ 
ble to attack. Also, remove all dead leaves from 
the plants quickly and compost them far outside 
the garden area to minimize pests. “Watch for 
black or white spots on the tops and bottoms of 
leaves; they are a sign of a pest infestation." If 
bugs appear, HL uses an organic spray—but if the 
plants don’t need it, then don’t use it, he adds. 

Water Management 

While his soil mix cools, Humboldt Local sets up 
planting beds with irrigation provided by a main 
waterline with separate drip emitters for each 
plant. The entire system runs on a timer. 

This way, “the plants will never miss a water¬ 
ing and will never suffer," he says, so long as you 
maintain your waterline properly and check on it 
regularly. A 300-gallon planter requires 50 gal¬ 
lons every other day during the hot summer 
months in Humboldt, making water a pressing 
issue for both the plants and the surrounding 
ecosystem. 

“We have very depleted watersheds here in 
Humboldt, and we don’t want to affect the fragile 
fish habitats, so we never pump water out of vul¬ 
nerable creeks or rivers,” HL explains. "Instead, 
we use water storage from the rainy season.” 

Those rains continue long into the planting 


season, so local outdoor growers build simple, 
low-cost temporary greenhouses, often hoop 
houses, to keep their fragile young plants out of 
the cold and wet. First, 3- to 4-foot pieces of rebar 
are pounded in on either side of an 8- to 10-foot 
area. Then, 20’ x %” PVC pipe is slid over the op¬ 
posing rebar, forming a white arch. A T-post is 
placed at each end, and more PVC is wired or 
duct-taped to the post and then across the ridge 
of the hoops (secured to each one) and fastened 
to the post at the other end. Finally, clear plastic 
is spread over the hoops and secured by rolling 
up wood or fence posts in the excess plastic and 
then pinning them down with metal stakes just 
before planting. When the plants grow large and 
the plastic is removed, the hoops do double duty 
as support for the branches later in the season. 

The manufacture of PVC poses its own envi¬ 
ronmental issues, but these simple structures re¬ 
quire very little material and are reassembled 
every season. Similar structures could also be 
built more sustainably out of bamboo, clay or 
even possibly a hemp composite. 

Hot Fun in the Summertime 

The inside of these small greenhouses can get 
very warm and humid even when it snows in the 
spring, as it sometimes does in the high moun¬ 
tains where Humboldt Local grows. So he rec¬ 
ommends rolling up the ends on a hot sunny 
day. And when the temps inside start getting 
into the high 90s even with the ends open, then 
it’s time to remove the plastic entirely, before

the tops of the plants start to burn. 

To prepare for the heavy buds that will weigh 
down the main stems and threaten to break off 
entirely at the end of the season, he uses Texas 
tomato cages (big, round metal enclosures built 
out of fencing) to encircle each plant. When the 
plants grow to 4 feet wide, a second layer of deer 
fence is placed around the outside. Then, once the 
uppermost buds reach the top of the hoops 
(which are about 6 to 7 feet tall), HL uses zip ties 
to secure a trellis made of plastic netting down 
the length of the hoops. If the top colas grow 3 to 
4 feet beyond that, he drapes them again with an¬ 
other layer of trellis. 

“If you don’t support your plants, you will lose 
branches,” he notes. “And if a plant collapses, the 
lower buds don’t develop properly because of the 
lack of sun.” 

By the time the plants reach their final grow¬ 
ing beds, the soil mix has cooled to 80°F. After 
transplanting them, HL adds 6 to 8 inches of rice 
straw over the top of the soil and emitters to act 
as a mulch. This helps conserve water by pre¬ 
venting evaporation and keeps the roots in the top 
part of the soil from drying out and dying. 

Beginning in mid-May, HL pulls the straw 
back 1 foot from the stalk and adds 1 cup of high- 
nitrogen bat guano every other week, which he 
hand-waters in. 

So far, so good—but “it’s easy to get to Au¬ 
gust,” HL says. “It’s those last months till Novem¬ 
ber that reveal whether or not you’re meant to be 
a grower.” 
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Flower Power 

As the flowering stage be¬ 
gins, Humboldt Local 
scrapes off the high-nitro- 
gen bat guano and applies 
1 cup of high-phosphorus 
guano—again near the 
stalk and hand-watered 
in. He reapplies it every 
other week until the last 
month, when he switches 
to straight water in order 
to flush all the guano 
taste out of the buds be¬ 
fore harvest. 

“The buds grow full 
and heavy during this 
last month,” HLsays, 

"and your plant’s leaves 
will turn yellow as it nears the end of its life and all 
of the nutrients in the soil are used up.” 

How does he know when the buds are 
ripe? Ideally, when 90 percent of the trichomes 
turn amber. But, practically, harvest decisions 
must factor in the weather and the difficulty of 
putting together a crew to do all that work at the 
busiest time of year. HL employs a staggered har¬ 
vest, which allows him to ripen the lower buds to 
full maturity while drying and trimming the 
tops. He uses a trimming machine to help process 
so many huge plants as quickly as possible. 

As the buds come out of the trimming ma¬ 
chine, they're individually touched up with scis¬ 
sors and placed with a minimum of handling onto 
circular, hanging nylon racks which have four to 
eight shelves each. Then they go into the drying 
room, which includes dehumidifiers, heaters, fans 
(intake and exhaust) and drying racks. HL keeps 
the temperature between 70°F and 75°F. 


What’s the Cure? 

"The drying racks allow me to hang four to eight 
times as much in the same space,” he says. If the 
temperature and humidity are right, the buds dry 
in seven to nine days. Then they’re gently settled 
into extra-heavy-duty "turkey bags” that can be 
purchased in bulk. Humboldt Local carefully 
opens and closes the bags every few days for a 
month to complete the cure, allowing moisture to 
gradually leach out of the buds without letting it 
build up in the bags. Then he uses a vacuum 
sealer that also injects nitrogen into the sealed 
package, which keeps the buds fresh during long¬ 
term storage. 

"I’ve seen stuff preserved for two years!” he 
says. "The buds have kept their smell, their color, 
their potency and their taste, which means we can 
still have healthy, outdoor-grown, organic medi¬ 
cine even during the dry months of the year. And 
we can provide sustainably grown medicine to pa¬ 


tients all year round with no quality loss at all.” 

After harvest, a farmer’s work is still not 
done. HL recommends pulling the stalks and 
planting a nitrogen-rich cover crop like alfalfa, 
winter vetch or rye in the fall, which will be 
tilled in next March as part of prepping the soil 
for another full year of work. 

All in all, growing great cannabis outdoors 
requires long hours with a lot of elbow grease 
and even hard labor, and there’s always 
something more to be done. "It’s all about get¬ 
ting the most yield of the best pot for the least 
amount of work—and with the least amount of 
damage to the environment,” Humboldt Local 
says, summing up a cultivation philosophy that 
he shares heartily with the rest of the HGA. "A 
good grower is constantly trying to evolve and 
make better medicine.” sk

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THE HIGH TIMES INTERVIEW WITH DR. RAPHAEL MECHOULAM

The history of Israel marks it as a place of intense spirituality for many religions, most notably in Jewish, Christian and Islamic cultures. Now, a much 
more recent counter -culture can also point to the Holy Land as a major component of its heritage, not to mention the ground zero, of sorts, of the modern 
medical-marijuana movement. 

In 1964, at the Weizmann Institute of Science in Rehovot, Israel, Dr. Raphael Mechoulam-along with his colleagues, Dr. Yehiel Gaoni and Dr. Haviv 
Edery-succeeded in the very first isolation and elucidation of the active constituent of cannabis, D9-tetrahydrocannabinol, also known as THC. The dis¬ 
covery of the THC compound-now almost 50 years ago-started a revolution in thinking about cannabis that carries on to this day. 

Dr. Mechoulam is currently professor of medicinal chemistry and natural products at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. His total synthesis of THC, 
as well as other cannabinoids such as cannabidiol (CBD), is the cornerstone of the burgeoning medical-cannabis industry. Furthermore, his major con¬ 
tributions to the field of organic chemistry and the interaction of human and plant biology have led to the discovery of cannabinoid receptors in the 
human brain and the endocannabinoid system in the human body. 

Dr. Mechoulam was kind enough to give an exclusive interview to HIGH TIMEG at his university laboratory in Jerusalem. It is plausible that Dr. Mechoulam 
may one day win a Nobel Prize for his work, but it is his courage in introducing a previously little-researched plant to the world-a plant that is rapidly 
proving itself as nothing short of miraculous-that makes Dr. Raphael Mechoulam The Man. 


Let’s start at the beginning. Tell us a little bit 
about what the marijuana scene was like when 
you began working with cannabis. 

It was a South American problem, really. Nobody 
was smoking it in the US except for a few musi¬ 
cians—a few black musicians, you know. Inciden¬ 
tally, it seems to have something to do with—well, 
ah, how can I explain that? Maybe understanding 
the music better, or hearing the music better. Es¬ 
pecially jazz musicians. But that was it. 

So then how did your research with cannabis 
come about exactly? 

Well, when my friend [Dr. Yehiel Gaoni] and I 
started working on it, I was 32 years old. And when 
I initially asked for a grant, I sent it out to the NIH 
[National Institutes of Health] in the US. I asked for 
a research grant, but they said, "No, no, no. It is not 
in our interest. Let us know when you have some¬ 
thing more relevant for us.” But then, soon after we 


isolated THC, they decided it was relevant work. 

And so, when we started working, essentially 
nobody was working on that—and the reasons 
were probably legal. You couldn’t really do it in the 
US, at least, and the US was, at that time, the only 
place that there was any serious research going 
on ... and the UK. The laws were such that you had 
to have guards all over the place. You can't see an 
American professor with graduate students and 
having three guards around him. 

So we had just isolated THC and, to the world’s 
surprise, they [NIH] came over to see our work. 

We had 10 grams of THC isolated from hashish, so 
they took it back with them, and most of the initial 
research in the US was done with our THC. 

And so here [in Israel] we had no problem 
working because, you know, here—well, the laws 
are the same, but the application of the law is a 
little bit different. They knew I was not going to go 
outside and start selling marijuana; they didn’t 


assume that I will do that. We were able to work 
on it for a couple of years, though essentially no¬ 
body else was around, so we published quite a 
bit—and that was in the mid-’60s. So that was it. 

We know that your interest lies in the connection 
between chemistry and biology, but what was the 
intent for you with cannabis? Did you think back 
then that there was medicinal value in cannabis? 
No, no, it’s a natural product. If you look at the 
other illicit drugs that are throughout the world, 
morphine came out of opium or poppy plants, and 
cocaine came out of coca leaves—and these were 
discovered 150 years ago. Morphine was isolated 
in the early 19th century, and coca and cocaine in 
the middle 19th century. And surprisingly, THC— 
the active component of cannabis—was not 
known, which seemed very strange. 

And I know why it was not isolated: because 
the techniques were very complicated. See, mor- 










is something that makes sense—namely 
that it has a compound within the plant that 
has obviously active products—and it turned 
out to be interesting. 


But at that time, you didn’t know about 
cannabinoid receptors in the human body? 
No, as a matter of fact, that came much later. 
You see, there are mistakes in science, too. 
People didn’t realize that there were recep¬ 
tors. As a matter of fact, an excellent group in 
Oxford with Sir Bill Paton, Sir William—prob¬ 
ably pharmacologist number one in the world, 
a good friend of mine—he had said there were 
no receptors, and for very good reasons. 

Those reasons are probably too complicated to 
explain for a journal or a magazine.

phine and cocaine are so-called alkaloids, namely 
a natural product that contains a nitrogen [atom] 
on the molecule, and it can give us salt; it precipi¬ 
tates as a salt. And so you have salt: Cocaine is a 
salt, morphine is a salt—very easy to prepare. It 
turned out that THC does not have a nitrogen, and 
it is present in a mixture of compounds—we know 
that there are about 60 of them now. And they did¬ 
n’t have the techniques to isolate them in the past. 
So a few people tried here and there, actually 
some very good people—one of them [Lord 
Alexander Todd] got the Nobel Prize for some¬ 
thing else. But they never succeeded in isolating 
the pure substance, and so they never knew 
whether they had one compound or many com¬ 
pounds, and so on. 

So the impetus was really that cannabis was 
being used and you knew of its use, yet there was 
no real research? I’m trying to figure out why it 


was cannabis that you guys went to instead of, 
say, boswellia or some other plant. 

Well, my interest is in natural products that have 
some biological activity, and there are a huge 
number of natural products and plants that have 
activities. I probably have the best library, at least 
in Israel, with books and publications on natural 
products, on plants—you name it, we can find it. 
And let's say, just for the fun of it, here is this dic¬ 
tionary of plants found in southern and eastern 
Africa—all plants with medicinal properties. So you 
can pick out any one of them and just open it—say 
buchu. Okay, it is a natural product. It lists some of 
the known herbal remedies. It’s also used for relief 
of rheumatism. 

Is it true? Is it not true? I just opened the 
book—I have no idea. So there are thousands of 
them, and you have to decide what you want to 
work on, and one has to choose something that 
makes sense. And here I know that this [cannabis] 


Well, try us anyway. 

Basically, the reasons were, you see, when 
something [like a molecule] binds to a recep¬ 
tor, it has to have a specific stereochemistry. 
You have two hands, they’re identical... well, 
they’re not identical-. If you put one on top of the 
other, they’re just the opposite—they are mirror 
images of each other, they are not identical. So it 
is true for many of the natural products: They 
can have two images, mirror images, but only 
one of them is the natural product—the other 
probably doesn’t even exist. We could synthesize 
it, but it’s not the natural product. In this case, the 
natural product [THC] has the activity. If both of 
them have activity, then chances are it does not 
bind to anything biological like a receptor, an en¬ 
zyme or something like that, because the recep¬ 
tor itself is asymmetric. 

So if this is the receptor [holding up one 
hand], you can have only one thing binding to it, 
but not its mirror image... only one of them. And it 
turned out that both of them were active—both 
mirror images of THC. One of them was natural; 
the other one we had synthesized; both of them 
worked. So Bill said, “No, it can’t be. There cannot 
be a THC receptor.” 

Well, it turned out that they were not very 
good organic chemists. They were buying the raw 
material, the starting material [for their testing], 
that already had the two images—with the mirror 
image being synthetic—and you cannot separate 
them at that point. So if you have even 20 percent 
of the wrong stereoisomer, then you end up with a 
completely wrong stereoisomer. So both com¬ 
pounds tested as active, and thus they thought 
there would not be a human receptor. 

But then we actually did some better work, I 
think, as we found out that it was not true—be¬ 
cause only one mirror image was, in fact, active 
[laughing]. So, for the 20 years since we discovered 
the chemical material [THC], we all went along the 
wrong pathway! So when we discovered that only 
one of them was active, another good friend of 
mine in St. Louis finally found the first receptor. 


Dr. Howlett? 

Yes, correct, Dr. Allyn Howlett. And so Dr. Howlett 
found the receptor... and, basically, if you have a 
receptor in the body, it’s not because there is a 
plant out there. It doesn’t work that way—it works 
only because there is something in your body 
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‘[THC] works only because there is something in your 
body that will activate that receptor. So we went 
after those compounds that activated it. And we 
found the compound in the brain that activated it.’

Anandamide. 

Precisely. 

[Also known as N-arachidonoylethanolamine or 
AEA, anandamide is a naturally occurring 
cannabinoid produced in the human body for use 
as a neurotransmitter. It was first isolated and de¬ 
scribed by the Czech analytical chemist Lumir On- 
drej Hanus and the American molecular 
pharmacologist William Anthony Devane in Dr. 
Mechoulam’s Hebrew University laboratory in 
1992. The name is derived from the Sanskrit word 
ananda, which means "bliss” or "delight."] 

We know there are so many different cannabi- 
noids—THC, CBD, CBN, CBG, etc. Do they all bind 
with the CB1 and CB2 receptors? 

Only THC—and only THC is psychoactive. So, as it 
binds to the CB1 receptor, it causes the activities 
that are known as cannabis activities. That’s it, pe¬ 
riod. None of the others—well, at least not signifi¬ 
cantly; there are a little bit here and there—but no 
other compound out of the 60, or whatever they 
are, binds. 

There is a lot of interest now in the United States 
within the medical movement to find cannabis 
strains that are high in cannabidiol or CBD. 

Well, this is something that I made a big fuss 
about. You see, with illicit cannabis—which is a 
huge, huge thing in the States—there is no inter¬ 
est in having anything else but very high levels of 
THC, because THC is the compound that attaches 
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[to the brain’s cannabinoid receptors] and is psy¬ 
choactive. Nobody’s interested in CBD because it 
causes no activity. But it is—from a medical point 
of view —very important, because it’s an anti-in¬ 
flammatory and does all kinds of interesting 
things. It even blocks some of the undesirable ef¬ 
fects of THC. 

Under THC—of course, you’ve never smoked 
marijuana [laughing]—but seriously, when you 
have not smoked and then do and the doses are 
high, you may have an acute loss of memory. I 
mean, you don’t remember everything as it should 
be remembered. And if you have enough CBD, you 
block that kind of memory loss. 

I was interested in the cannabidiol. But if you 
look at the cannabis that’s being grown illicitly in 
the US—and it’s a small business [chuckling], 
probably the number one agricultural product, 

I’ve been told, in terms of money—there is little or 
no CBD in there. 

There was a medical meeting recently in the 
US, and I went there. I gave the opening lecture, 
and I told them you can’t [not have CBD]. You have 
to have CBD, and that’s it. So they’re trying to get 
CBD now in medical marijuana, which is the right 
thing to do. 

A lot of the people that we meet around the world 
are searching for these CBD-rich strains. Now, 
with the lab testing going on in the medical com¬ 
munity—you know, with gas-chromotography 
machines and mass spectrometers—people are 
really trying to look closely at it. But compared to 
THC, the CBD and CBN results are usually negli¬ 
gible; the CBD is always less than 1 percent. How¬ 
ever, they’ve now found two or three strains that 
have around 8 percent CBD. 


What do you mean, they have to find the strains? 

I mean, in Lebanon, they have been growing 
cannabis for the last, I don't know, 300,400 
years or whatever. Lebanese hashish contains 5 
percent THC and about 5 percent CBD. So go to 
Lebanon, take a strain from there, period—why 
make a fuss? We isolate cannabidiol from 
hashish. We don’t synthesize it; we isolate it. We 
do a lot of work on CBD. 

So we go to the police, we pick up a couple of 
kilos of hashish—not marijuana. We pick up sev¬ 
eral kilos of hashish, isolate the cannabidiol and 
get a nice crystalline product. THC is an oil; CBD 
is nicely crystally. And then we make all kinds of 
things from CBD. So why make a fuss? Go to 
Lebanon and buy a few strains. Or in India— 
there are a lot of strains in India. 

And where does the CBD bind to if not the CB1 
and CB2 receptors? 

Oh, no, it does not bind .... Well, it’s more compli¬ 
cated—it does not bind to the cannabinoid re¬ 
ceptor. It does all kinds of other things. It 
prevents adenosine—that’s another compound 
in the brain—from going where it should go. It 
also acts on something else, on serotonin. We 
have seen, for example, some work we did here 
on a disease which has a nice name, but it’s a 
sinful disease: hepatic encephalopathy. Now he¬ 
patic encephalopathy, if you are drunk—really 
seriously drunk—then you have hepatic en¬ 
cephalopathy. Alcoholics can destroy the liver, 
and liver failure then causes central-nervous- 
system changes. They have destroyed their liver, 
and after destroying the liver, they start destroy¬ 
ing the brain. That’s hepatic encephalopathy. 

Now, we can cause hepatic encephalopathy 
to mice [in lab tests] and then see the changes 
that happen in the brain. They can’t walk well 
and all kinds of other things. We give them CBD, 
and it improves their conditions tremendously. 
And that was through one of the serotonin re¬ 
ceptors. Now, serotonin is a nice compound—it 
has 15 or 16 receptors, maybe more. But this re¬ 
ceptor we used was serotonin receptor 1A. 

So [CBD] works in a variety of ways and, sur¬ 
prisingly, it has no side effects. Very strange. I 
would have assumed that something that has so 
many pathways to it, then it will have some side 
effects—and it has no side effects. As a matter of 
fact, it is completely nontoxic. One of the least 
toxic compounds that I’ve seen is cannabidiol— 
very strange. 

Many years ago, NIH thought that they should 
look at the toxicity of CBD, because people were 
smoking both THC and CBD, both of which are 
present in marijuana: "Well, we know a little bit 
about THC; we know nothing about cannabidiol. 
Does it cause anything”—I don’t know, destroy 
the brain or whatever? And so they did a very 
thorough study of the toxicity of CBD and found 
essentially none... which is very positive. 

NIH is probably one of the best institutions in 
the world. They really do excellent work, and I 
can only admire the people who decided to set 
up NIH, I don’t know, 30,40 years ago. 
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Then what would be your guess as to why, with 
the NIH being in the United States, the US has 
such a hard time getting federal regulation for 
medicinal cannabis? Right now it’s only state by 
state, and the federal government is very 
adamant about not allowing marijuana to become 
legal medicine. Yet, like you said, there is all this 
great research going on over there, they are at the 
forefront of a lot of this, so where is the gap here? 

There is a huge amount of research going 
on—but I’m not sure, because many of the states 
do have regulations for medical marijuana. And 
the president actually made some noise that he 
wants to do it—to allow the federal government to 
do it. Now, why didn’t he? Probably he didn’t have 
enough power to do it, because chances are that 
these regulations have to go through the various 
committees and so on, and he was not sure he 
could get enough support. 

Every administration has people where Mr. A 
does that and Mr. B does this and then they have a 
fight. Mr. B is the person that wins, and that's it— 
it’s like all administrations. I was head of the uni¬ 
versity many years ago; I know that that’s the way 
it works.

Politics .... 

Yes, exactly. 

But wasn’t it the politicians who were responsible 
for all of this? Didn’t one politician spur the NIH’s 
decision to give you the research grants after you 
first isolated THC? 

Yeah, well, they [NIH] didn’t have a single grant on 
cannabis at that time, but the National Institute of 
Mental Health did, I think. As I said earlier, the NIH 
wrote me that they don’t want to, they won’t give 
me money, because it’s not interesting or relevant. 
And then, all of a sudden, I get a phone call from 
the head of pharmacology at NIH, and they’re now 
interested. So I asked him: “What happened, all of 
a sudden, that you have great interest?’’ Well, it 
turned out that a senator had called NIH—his son 
smoked pot, and he wanted to know whether it 
would destroy his mind! 

And just like that, the government got NIH to 
change direction. They don’t want to fight the sen¬ 
ators because they need their support, and they 
looked around and [said] "Aha!”—they don't sup¬ 
port grants on marijuana, so they asked me if I 
was still working. We had just isolated THC, and 
that was it. 

Do you remember the name of the senator? We 
can send him flowers. 

No, but even if I did ... I wouldn’t tell you. Anyway, 
he’s probably dead by now. ^

Student government and marijuana activism go hand in hand. 


The point of any college club 
is to appeal to the interests of 
students. There are clubs for 
every kind of interest, from 
film to computers to athlet¬ 
ics—however, few clubs have 
the kind of stigma that brings 
the repeated attention of 
campus police. Unfortunately 
for the SSDP chapter at the 
University of Maine at Farm¬ 
ington, we have experienced 
such stigmatization. Partly 
it’s because we’re advocating on such a controversial 
issue. However, due to the actions of previous genera¬ 
tions of our chapter’s members and leaders, the UMF- 
SSDP has gained a reputation—not only with the 
campus police, but among fellow students and facul¬ 
ty—as a group of students who do nothing but party. 

With new leadership in UMF-SSDP has come a new 
direction, including an intense desire to improve the 
negative reputation that the club has had on campus. 
We had (and still have) a pretty challenging task staring 
us in the face. We knew that we needed to have in- 
depth discussions with a number of people, including 
the Student Senate, other clubs and, most importantly, 
the student body. 

We realized that, in order to get this joint rolling, 
we’d need to talk to the people who have traditionally 
shown us the most animosity: the campus police. In the 
past, the UMF campus police have given the club trou¬ 
ble on many levels, hindering our ability to provide a 
comfortable atmosphere for the people attending our 
events. From small issues like refusing to allow atten¬ 
dees to bring their coats into an auditorium to larger 


issues like overstaffing the 
security at UMF-SSDP’s annu¬ 
al music festival, the Green 
Beaver Fest, our club has had 
its share of problems with 
campus authorities. By 
proposing to meet with the 
campus police, we as a group 
hoped to offer a chance at a 
fresh start. 

However, after months of 
"forgotten” phone calls and 
“lost” emails, we finally had a 
meeting that resulted in the chief of campus police 
telling us bluntly that, in order for UMF-SSDP to sur¬ 
vive, we basically have to operate under their thumb 
and walk on eggshells. 

It’s been a challenge to get taken seriously by 
school administrators—especially the members of 
campus law enforcement—but the fact of the matter is 
that we’re all on the same side. The members of UMF- 
SSDP want to educate students on drug policy, mitigate 
the harms associated with drug use, encourage the use 
of our police and health resources in the most effective 
ways, and cultivate a collaborative relationship among 
the various stakeholders on this issue. We understand 
that, like it or not, we’re all in this together. 

We know that these aren’t problems exclusive to 
UMF-SSDP, and we encourage all advocates for mari¬ 
juana-law reform—as well as drug-policy activists in 
general—to make strides toward more professional, 
accessible and educational avenues of change, despite 
the ever-present stigma that our cause carries.

Serra Frank protects children from prohibition. 

It’s tough enough being a young single mother with two small children. It’s tougher still 
when you’re battling a debilitating illness. 

Like many others, Serra Frank discovered that medical cannabis was superior to any 
of the legal medications she’d been prescribed. Unfortunately, the laws of her home state, Idaho, criminalize 
not just the possession of marijuana, but even merely being under its influence. Medical marijuana is certainly 
out of the question, as out-of-state patients from neighboring Washington, Oregon, Nevada and Montana have 
learned in Idaho’s courts. 

But that situation is changing, thanks to Freedom Fighters like Serra. She formed Moms for Marijuana 
(momsformarijuana.com) five years ago to reach out to mothers who seek cannabis re-legalization not just 
for medical use, but also as a safer recreational substance than alcohol. 

Moms for Marijuana worked with the recently formed Idaho NORML chapter to present educational 
information on recreational and medical cannabis use at last summer’s Slightly Stoopid concert. The groups 
made headlines in the capital city of Boise for holding a successful march and smoke-in for cannabis re-legal- 
ization. Together with the Liberty Lobby of Idaho (a libertarian group that sponsored successful marijuana 
initiatives in the resort town of Hailey, near Sun Valley), they’ve put together a citizens’ initiative, the Idaho 
Medical Choice Act, to legalize medical use in the Gem State. Even Republican lawmaker Tom Trail has 
introduced medical-marijuana legislation in the Idaho House. 

Mostly, Serra and Moms for Marijuana want to protect their children from the effects of cannabis prohibi¬ 
tion. “We can regulate more effectively,’’ she says.

The National Survey on Drug Use 
and Health does the best job that i 

money can buy, but no study is 
perfect.

Still, it’s a face-to-face discus¬ 
sion with a government employee, so 
it’s fair to say that these are underes¬ 
timates of how big the cannabis world 
really is. 

You’ve mentioned CB1 and CB2 recep¬ 
tors before. Is there a CB3 receptor yet?

Researchers found another receptor 
back in 1999 that responds to cannabi- 
noids as well as similar chemicals in 
the human body. If seems like a 
cannabinoid receptor—related to 
swelling and pain—and goes by the 
name GPR55. It hasn’t been dubbed 
CB3 yet because it might signal nerves 
through a different sort of pathway 
that would make it a different kind of 
receptor. Other receptors are also in 
the running to become CB3. But a rose 
(or bud!) by any other name still 
smells as sweet: The presence of mul¬ 
tiple receptors that respond to 
cannabinoids reveals the complexity 
of both the plant and the human body. 

My university posts fancy flyers show¬ 
ing that few students actually get 
drunk or get in trouble using alcohol. 
Why don’t they do this for marijuana?

I imagine you’ve seen posters that say 
things like “75 percent of our stu¬ 
dents drink four drinks or fewer in an 
evening.” These social-norm cam¬ 
paigns attempt to get people to drink 
less problematically. Few universi¬ 
ties are excited about posting the per¬ 
centage of students who use cannabis 
or break the law in any way. In addi¬ 
tion, compared to alcohol, pot creates 
far fewer problems on campus, so 
there’s little need to intervene.

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THE SUPREfOE HURT 
If Dill ID III YOU 

There’s no good word in the English language 
for when you’re paranoid-and right. 

I’m not prone to conspiracy theories, but one has to 
wonder when it comes to cannabis and the 
Supreme Court (a.k.a. SCOTUS). By this I mean the 
court’s pervasive series of decisions on cannabis 
prohibition—dating back to the 1960s—that has 
placed a huge segment of society and the govern¬ 
ment in conflict. SCOTUS almost always rules in 
favor of the government, which means the very high 
court sworn to uphold the US Constitution and pro¬ 
tect individual liberties has, in every single one of 
these rulings, created a greater jeopardy for other 
basic civil liberties by way of terrible and self-fulfill¬ 
ing legal precedents that diminish the freedom of 
all citizens, religious institutions and businesses. 

One would be hard-pressed to find another 
public policy—a long and failed public policy—that 
has created so many opportunities for the govern¬ 
ment to invade the private spaces of Americans, 
interfere with their personal health decisions, per¬ 
vert banking regulations and free-market princi¬ 
ples, and create a massive, taxpayer-supported 
bureaucracy than the 74-year-old policy of cannabis 
prohibition. 

I came to be reminded about all the terrible, 
liberty-sucking legal decisions from SCOTUS 
after reading the transcripts from oral arguments 
in Kentucky vs. King. In this case, cops in Ken¬ 
tucky claimed to have smelled marijuana being 
used in a certain apartment, then performed a 
warrantless "knock and talk.” When no one 
immediately answered the door, the cops forcibly 
knocked it down, entered the apartment and 
arrested a couple of otherwise harmless pot 
smokers (a.k.a. taxpaying citizens trying to relax 
in the privacy of their home). 

The question for the Supreme Court is this: Is it 
legal under the US Constitution for the police, in 
the dead of night, to kick down a citizen's door, with 
no warrant and virtually no probable cause (aside 
from a scent in the hallway), in pursuit of enforcing 
a self-evidently unenforceable prohibition? How is 
any of this good for freedom and liberty? 

Unfortunately, to see how SCOTUS is likely to 
decide this case, we only have to look at the many 
past decisions where the Supreme Court has con¬ 
sistently ruled against patients who use medical 
cannabis, or the religious use of cannabis as a 
sacrament, or even cannabis-related free speech 
(i.e., the case involving high-school students unfurl¬ 
ing a banner that read "Bong Hits for Jesus”), but 
has just as consistently ruled for more drug testing, 
tax stamps, civil forfeiture, roadblocks and search¬ 
es of the car, home and locker. 

If the past is prologue, then with this current 
SCOTUS, cannabis consumers will have one more 
good reason for being paranoid in this stupid, 
wasteful and constitutionally warping epoch of 
cannabis prohibition.—Allen St. Pierre, executive 
director of NORML in Washington, DC (norml.org).

WHaT is PROPaGanon? 

1) The action of breeding or multiplying by natural processes: procreation, 
generation, reproduction. 

2) The action of spreading an idea, practice, etc., from place to place. 

3) Increase in amount or extent; enlargement; extension in space or time. 

Propagation is The Grow; however, some growers treat propagation only as 
the events that occur between the planting of the seed and the transplant¬ 
ing of the seedling to the main grow environment. We will correctly treat 
propagation as the entire process of growing, from seed to harvest, includ¬ 
ing the logistics of the grow. In short, propagation represents the events 
that occur over the entire life cycle of the plant. This chapter focuses on the 
first stage, germination, but first we’ll discuss propagation logistics. You 
will hear the term “propagation” used to describe elements of the grow 
that may be seen as one-time actions, like seed towel propagation, but we 
ask you to bear in mind that propagation is the continuous growing process. 
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So, what are you going to do? Are you going to buy a batch of 10 seeds and 
grow them all in one go? Are you going to then remove the males and just use 
the females? Are you going to keep the males and produce more seeds from 
the females? How many seeds can a female plant produce? What can you do 
to guarantee that all your seeds will grow? This is where propagation logis¬ 
tics come into play. The answers to these 
questions depend largely on the size of your 
grow area and your budget. 

Let’s say you have about $200 to spend on 
seeds. You can buy an expensive strain, like a 
G-13 cross, grow the G-13, and produce more 
seeds from it. You could get between 100 and 
2,000 seeds, depending on plant size and 
grow conditions. If you produce lots of seeds 
in one season, you may never need to buy 
seeds for this strain again. 

There is something else you can do to pre¬ 
vent the need to ever buy or grow from seeds 
again: cloning. Cloning is a technique whereby 
you first grow a number of plants and select a 
quality plant; in the case of cannabis cultiva¬ 
tion, a female is selected. You then take cut¬ 
tings from that female plant and grow these 
cuttings into new plants. Clones always retain 
the same sex and vigor as the mother plant, 
so it is possible to create a garden of plants 
through cloning that will last for decades from 
a single mother plant. 

For the new grower, it is advised that you 
buy 10 seeds and only germinate three the 
first time, followed by another three, and then 
the last four. This will allow you some degree 
of experimentation, as you may fail on your 
first attempt to germinate the seeds. 

For people who have germinated seeds in 
the past, it is advised that you germinate five,

followed by another five the next week. 
Only if you are a longtime grower with a 
good amount of growing experience 
should you germinate all the seeds at 
once. In this way, you can reduce the risk 
of spoiling some, or all, of your seeds 
because of bad germination methods. 

During your plants’ growth, you may 
decide to pollinate only a few of your fe¬ 
males. You will need two grow areas to 
do this: one for growing all your female 
plants as sinsemilla, and another for 
growing one or more females mixed in 
with males. As stated before, this de¬ 
pends on the size of your grow space 
and your budget. It is important that 
your pollination room be kept well away 
from your all-female sinsemilla grow- 
room because pollen can travel by air. 
Bees and other insects can spread 
pollen, and so can you. Always wash 
your hands and face after handling a 
male plant to prevent pollen from a 
male plant getting onto a female that 
you wish to keep for sinsemilla. 

So now you have 10 seeds, and your 
goal is to achieve 100 percent germina¬ 
tion results. The following section on 
germination will help you achieve an op¬ 
timal success rate. 
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Seeds can be germinated a number of ways. Some 
guarantee more success than others. It is recom¬ 
mended that you consider the rockwool SBS (sin¬ 
gle-block system) propagation-tray method. 



seeD soil PROPaGaTion 

In this method, seeds are placed in moist soil 
about 3 millimeters, or the length of the seed, 
from the surface. The soil is kept moist (not soak¬ 
ing wet) by sprinkling water over it once a day. 

This has a moderate success rate: Out of 10 seeds, 
you can expect seven or eight to germinate.

There are many soils advertised as germination 
soils. They are basically the same as other soils, 
except that they contain special blends of micronu¬ 
trients and are kept somewhat clean (the soil is 
sifted and no compost is added). Ordinary loam soil 
with a pH of 7 and an N-P-K (nitrogen-phospho¬ 
rous-potassium) of higher or equal amounts of N 
than P or K is good for starting seeds. Even N-P-K 
ratios of 5:1:1 or 8:4:4 are good—just make sure 
that the N is equal to or higher than each of the P 
and K factors on the label.

Seeds are placed either on a damp towel or on damp cotton balls (cheesecloth may also be used). Cover 
the seeds with more damp cotton balls or a damp towel. If the material dries out, it may damage the 
seeds, so keep it moist at all times. Every day, check to see if the seeds have started to produce roots. If 
they have, immediately transfer the seedlings to a grow medium, such as soil, using a pair of tweezers. 

Do not touch the roots, as this can kill your seedlings. This method has a moderate to high success 
rate: Out of 10 seeds, eight or nine may germinate. The problem with this method is that sometimes the 
transplant can cause the seedling to go into shock. This can terminate the germination process, leaving 
you with nothing. But with practice, you can get all your seeds to germinate using this method. 
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Seeds are germinated in small units inside a seed or clone propagator—a tray, of sorts, designed to 
help plants germinate. One such kit is called a rockwool SBS propagation tray. At the bottom of the 
tray is a small area where water or germination hormones can be poured. Small grow cubes called 
rockwool cubes are placed into slots in the tray, which automatically dip the rockwool into the solu¬ 
tion. The seeds are placed into tiny holes in the cubes (the holes are filled with rockwool particles to 
prevent the seeds from being directly exposed to air in the environment) and the cover is replaced. 
Some propagation kits are even heated and look like miniature greenhouses. 

This method has a very high success rate; however, one disadvantage is the cost of the tray, 
rockwool and grow fertilizers. You should note that, although some seedling fertilizers contain 
growth hormones mixed into the nutrients in order to promote plant growth, it is recommended 
that you not use fertilizers or growth hormones with your seeds unless you have experience. Even 
the slightest amount of overfeeding can kill your seeds or burn your seedlings. In fact, you are bet¬ 
ter off just using water in your propagation kit to germinate your seeds. I have yet to find a 
cannabis strain that needed growth hormones or fertilizer to germinate properly. The price of the 
tray is about $10, the rockwool cubes $5, the grow fertilizers $5. If you have spent upwards of $50 
on good seeds, why not spend the extra $20 on getting a small kit like this together and increase 
your chances of achieving a 100 percent success rate? The kits offer the added advantage of being 
able to root your clones.

There are two main initiators of cannabis-seed germination. "Imbibing” is the process whereby the 
seed soaks up water, which eventually results in the seed coat splitting. Seed-coat hardness is vari¬ 
able with cannabis seeds. Ripe seeds should germinate, but immature seeds are often not viable 
(usually the soft whiteness of a cannabis seed is attributed to immaturity, although some strains 
have this natural density and color). Another problem is the hardness of the coat, which sometimes 
does not allow water to permeate, and so the seed will never germinate without the 
grower’s aid or natural assistance. Light can penetrate cannabis seeds that have a weak or perme¬ 
able coat; this is the other initiator. Inhibitors include immaturity, bad soil type (including inhibiting 
or destructive chemicals and the pH level of the soil), seed exposure, seed depth, weeds, rich nutri¬ 
ent content, physical damage from animal or environmental causes, and fungi. Germination can 
take 12 hours to several weeks, depending on the seed structure and germination conditions.

During germination and transplantation, your plants 
are at their most vulnerable. Here are some tips to 
help you protect your future crop during germination. 

Drafts can stunt germination. Always make sure 
you keep your germinating seeds away from any open 
windows or fans. Also ensure that the room is warm. 
A cold room can inhibit your germination rates. 

Take care when using germination fertilizers or 
hormones to ensure that your mixture is correct. Do 
not use high doses of fertilizers with seedlings. 

Water is all seedlings really need; you do not need to 
add anything. Some people use germination solu¬ 
tions, but these solution strengths should be low. An 
incorrect mixture can burn your seedlings and cause 
them to fail. 

Leave your seeds alone to grow. You may be 
tempted to check on your seedlings and could run the 
risk of disturbing the soil. This is a bad move, as too

much tampering and shifting of the seeds can break 
and damage the young roots. 

Some strains produce seedlings with weaker 
stems than others. In these cases, the seedlings may 
tend to lean to the left or right. If you find that your 
seedlings need support, use a small stick to brace 
them. Tie the stem to the stick using a piece of thread. 
Never tie the thread above a growing shoot or the 
seedling will push up against the thread and may rip 
itself. You may continue to use a stick to support your 
plant as it grows. But never bring a stick from outside 
into your growroom, as some bugs (such as spider 
mites) can go undetected in their incubation nests in¬ 
side the wood. 

If your plant still has a weak stem during vegeta¬ 
tive growth, it is recommended that you give the base 
of the stem a gentle shake every morning and 
evening. This will help the plant to develop a more 
solid stem. Outdoors, the wind shakes a plant and 
causes it to develop this solid stem. You can simulate 
the effect of the wind by doing this mildly every 
morning for two or three seconds. Indoor fans can 
also help. 

Seeds must be viable if they are going to germi¬ 
nate. Never use white seeds; they are immature. Find 
seeds that have white and gray markings or another 
color apart from white. Crushed seeds will not germi¬ 
nate, and old seeds may have trouble germinating. 
Always try to use the best seeds you can find. 
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During the stages between germination and 
vegetative growth, the grower may find that 
plants outgrow their pots. Transplanting to 
bigger pots should be done as early as pos¬ 
sible. 

Here is an example: When your 
seedlings are ready, simply lift them from 
the propagation tray along with the rockwool 
cubes and place the cube and seedling into a 
bigger container full of another grow 
medium, such as soil or a hydroponic setup. 
There is not much of a problem when trans¬ 
ferring a cube and seedling to soil: Just dig a 
small hole for the cube and place it in the 
hole, then cover the cube with soil. The cube 
will not affect your plant’s growth, and it will 
provide additional support as the plant 
grows into its larger container. 

Even if you have started your seedlings 
in soil, transferring them to bigger pots need 
not be a complicated process. The problem 
you’ll encounter is that, in order to move the 
soil and roots from one pot to another, the 
plant must be lifted out gently with the soil in 
place. The most important objective of any 
transplant is to keep the roots intact while 
avoiding as much material spillage as possi¬ 
ble. How is this done? There are three basic 
ways: The first way is to simply cut away the 
base of the smaller pot and place it inside 
the bigger pot of soil. The roots will grow 
down through the hole in the bottom of the 
smaller pot and into the larger one. 

The second way involves making sure 
that the soil is very dry. Delay watering your 
plant for a couple of days and let the soil 
settle until hard. Then you can use a clean 
knife to cut around the inside edge of the 
pot. Cut deep, but not so deeply that you risk 
damaging the roots. Then push your fingers 
down into the sides and lift the plant and 
soil out. Some soil will break away, but this 
shouldn’t affect your plant. Quickly place 
the plant into the larger pot and cover with 
soil. Give your plant some water so that it 
will take to the new soil. Although you can 
lift some plants out of their pots by pulling 
on the stem, this can cause problems down 
the line. You should always maintain a firm 
grip on the soil when transplanting. 

If your soil is very compact, you may be 
able to turn the pot upside down and gently 
tap the whole medium out as one solid 
mass. This transplanting method is a very 
professional way of transplanting, but you 
should try it out first on a plain pot of dry 
soil. A bit of practice will pay off in the long 
run. Simply move your hand to cover as 
much of the top of the pot as possible; the 
stem should be resting at the base between 
your fingers. Lift the pot and plant up with 
the other hand. Turn the plant upside down 
and use your free hand to pull the pot away 
from around the soil. You can also use the 
remains of an indoor harvest (if the cut stem 
is still in the soil in the pot) to practice this. 



Label your seedlings so you'll always know which strain it is. 



TRansPuinT shock 

During some transplants, the cannabis plant may 
go into shock, even if your transplant was done 
cleanly and quickly. If your plant is otherwise 
healthy, it should survive. If the plant hasn’t been 
looked after, it may fail quickly. Transplant shock 
results in delayed or slowed growth and is caused 
by damage to or disturbance of the roots. This is 
why you must always make sure to keep a firm 
hold of the soil during transplants. Also, refrain 
from feeding plants suffering from transplant 
shock for one week. The reason for not feeding 
the plant is because shocked plants cannot use 
fresh nutrients properly. The plant’s poor health, 
coupled with its inability to uptake and use fresh 
nutrients, usually results in plant burn, which can 
be fatal to a shocked plant. 

While there has been some criticism that nor¬ 
mal growing temperatures or high humidity can 
have an adverse effect on transplants that find it 
hard to recover in a dry environment, it appears 
that many of these plants were not healthy to 
begin with prior to the transplant, and were suf¬ 
fering from heat drought in their original environ¬ 
ment. It is essential to work with healthy plants 
that are not thirsty. 

Some growers like to clean down their roots 
before transplanting. Although this can be done 
with some plants, cannabis does not like it unless 
the root mass is small and undemanding. Clean¬ 
ing cannabis roots is not needed, but should you 
wish to attempt it, then it is best to do it between 
the first and second weeks of vegetative growth. 
Root size and complexity is very strain-dependent. 
Since cannabis mostly produces a complex root 
system, it is nearly impossible to avoid some root 
damage when cleaning the roots, and in most 
cases where root damage has occurred, plant 
growth will be stunted. If the damage is severe, 
the plant could die. 

There are some transplant feeding products 
available. One popular brand of growth hormone 
called Superthrive is used extensively by cannabis 
growers to help the plant through the transplant 
process and recovery from shock. Superthrive con¬ 
tains the vitamin B1, better known as the hormone 
thiamine—a proven root and growth hormone. ^ 
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BACK TO LIFE 

My plant died a month or two ago. How do I resur¬ 
rect it?

Dear Doc, 

Sorry, but once a plant is dead, it’s gone. There’s 
no way to bring a deceased plant back to life, so I 
suggest you grieve for its loss and move on to a 
new, more alive plant. 

FOOD FOR POT 

What’s a good homemade fertilizer? 

FreeTexas2012 

Dear FT2012, 

The best homemade fertilizer is compost, espe¬ 
cially aerated compost tea. For practically no cost 
at all, you can recycle your food scraps, lawn clip¬ 
pings and fallen leaves into a mild but incredibly 
versatile organic plant food that also protects 
them from pests and molds. 

Start a compost pile outside with three times 
as much carbon-rich material (“browns” such as 
dry leaves, hay or shredded newspaper) as nitro¬ 
gen-rich materials (“greens” such as fruit and 
vegetable scraps, coffee grounds and egg shells). 
Keep the pile moist but not soaked. The rotting 
process heats the mix and eventually, with some 


occasional turning, decomposes it into a rich and 
crumbly, dark brown compost that can be mixed 
into the soil or used as a mulch for top dressing. 

Even better, you can take some cured com¬ 
post and steep it overnight using cheesecloth in a 
bucket filled with water and aerated by a simple 
oxygen pump from the aquarium section of the 
pet store. After 24 hours, the oxygen “feeds” the 
compost tea and the millions of beneficial mi¬ 
crobes present turn into billions. Dilute this 
slurry until it’s the color of weak iced tea and use 
it to foliar-feed your leaves and as a soil drench 
for your pot plants. They’ll love it! 

LIGHTS OUT 

My grow lights accidentally stayed on 24 hours for 
about two full days in one of my flowering rooms 
instead of going only 12 hours. How badly will this 
affect my harvest? The plants are of various ages, 
some a week or so from harvest and some much 
younger. Is there anything to do besides correct 
the photoperiod and hope for the best?

DearTB, 

It’s important not to disturb the 12 hours of dark 
each day that you need in order to flower your 
plants. Any interruption to this cycle results in 


confused and shocked plants that can revert back 
to their vegetative stage, turn into hermaphro¬ 
dites, or begin forming irregular leaves and 
growth. This is why preventing light leaks is so 
important during the flowering stage. 

The plants almost ready for harvest should be 
fine, but the younger ones could suffer from 
shock and begin exhibiting some of the symp¬ 
toms I mentioned. Keep a close eye on them and 
be sure to get rid of any that go hermie. These 
could spread pollen that will inseminate your fe¬ 
male flowers, filling them with seeds instead of 
letting them swell up as seedless buds. 

STORAGE UNIT 

My buddy and I were just wondering: What's the 
best way to keep the stash we grow long-term? 
Would Mason jars or perhaps vacuum-packed 
bags work? And should we keep them in the 
freezer or refrigerator? Thanks! 

Monkeybutt 

Dear Monkeybutt, 

To make a comparison to wine, the truth is that 
cannabis is more like a Beaujolais than a Caber¬ 
net, meaning it’s best consumed in the year of its 
production rather than stored away to improve 
and mature over time. Marijuana is fully cured a 
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month or two after harvest and at its best 
smoked or vaped before the year is through 
rather than placed into long-term storage. 

If you do plan to store for a longer period, I 
would recommend using lightproof and airtight 
jars stored in a cool, dark place rather than the 
freezer or refrigerator, as the temperature and 
humidity level aren’t ideal. 

One exception to this is for medicinal pa¬ 
tients seeking a more sedative stone. I recently 
learned from Addison DeMoura at Steep Hill Lab 
in Oakland that as cannabis ages, CBN levels in¬ 
crease to 1 percent or higher—in fact, this is one 
way they can tell if the bud is over a year old. 
CBN produces a lethargic feeling that some find 
soothing for chronic pain and restlessness. 

ITS A GAS 

Do you have any opinions on adding CO 2 to a 
small budding room by putting in one of those 
commercial white blocks of mycelium called Ex- 
Hale? It’s supposed to kick out CO 2 for four to six 
months. Are they worth it? 

How2Doogie 

Dear H2D, 

I believe that adding CO 2 to any garden is a 
plus. Higher levels of carbon dioxide increase 
growth and bud size and result in bigger har¬ 
vests. For a relatively low cost, you can in¬ 
crease your yields by up to 30 percent—a 


substantial amount in any size garden! 

Several products exist on the market now, 
such as CO 2 Boost buckets, ExHale bags and Ex- 
cellofizz CO 2 pucks that produce this helpful gas 
for even the smallest of closet grows. I highly 
recommend adding CO 2 to a level of 1,000 to 
1,500 ppm (parts per million) during the flower¬ 
ing stage for bigger buds and stronger growth. 

PAYPAL 

How much does it cost to start up a small grow 
for personal use from scratch? I want to produce 
my own medicine, but I don’t have much to get 
started with. Can you help me leave the black 
market behind?

Dear DW1, 

Your biggest expense when starting up a grow is 
usually the lighting. I recommend high-intensity 
discharge (HID) lights from 150 to 400 watts for 
beginners. You could spend time learning to 
grow with f luorescents, but you’ll quickly gradu¬ 
ate to HIDs if you want the best returns. You 
should be able to find a ballast, bulb and reflec¬ 
tor for under $300. 

Other than lighting, you’ll need ventilation, a 
growing medium with pots or buckets, and some 
seeds or clones to get started. Odor control is 
something to think about if the smell escaping 
will be an issue. 
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Also, consider these start-up costs as an invest¬ 
ment in pot for pennies over the long term. You’ll 
soon be producing all your own medicine, and the 
knowledge of what exactly went into it adds peace of 
mind as well. 

ACID FLASHBACK 

How important is the pH in your nutrient solution for 
a hydroponic garden? Also, should you err on the 
side of a higher pH (alkaline) or a lower one (acidic)? 

NORMLShowListener 

Dear NSL, 

The pH level is a measurement of the acidity or alka¬ 
linity of a solution, and it’s very important for your 
plants’ ability to absorb nutrients—too high or too 
low and the plant can’t feed itself even when food is 
present. It’s numbered on a scale from 1 to 14, with 
7 being neutral, 1 most acidic and 14 most alkaline 
(or base). Hydroponic solution should be between 
5.4 and 6.2—slightly on the acidic side—in order to 
achieve proper uptake across the entire spectrum of 
different nutrients. 

So, in short, pH is very important in both hydro¬ 
ponic and soil-mix growing, and you should err on 
the side of acidic for both. Always remember to 
measure your solution after you’ve added all your 
nutes and keep some pH up and down around in 
order to make adjustments. 

MIGHTY MITES 

After a mite infestation, how long can they survive in 
the room once the plants are gone? I’d like to start 
growing again, but I’m worried that they’re still 
around waiting for me to provide them with some 
luscious plants to eat. I don’t want to relive that awful 
experience. Any help would be greatly appreciated. 
Thanks! 

RollaJay 

Dear RJ, 

Spider mites are incredibly resilient and persistent 
creatures, and they find incredible ways to keep 
their species thriving. These include hibernation 
without food, voracious reproduction and migration 
to places better suited to their well-being. This 
means that with most infestations, it’s only a matter 
of time before they return after a round or two of 
pest control. 

The most important thing is to remain constantly 
vigilant so that no population of mites gets out of 
control. If you catch them early, you’re much more 
likely to get a handle on the problem and treat it 
successfully. 

GIRLTALK 

When producing a sinsemilla crop from a single 
plant, I’ve heard that using chemicals to change the 
sex of one branch of the plant from female to male 
and allowing it to pollinate itself produces feminized 
seeds. Is this process reliable, and is it safe for the 
end product? 

BD 

Dear BD, 

I believe the chemical you’re referring to is gib- 
berellic acid, a hormone found in plants that’s used 
to shock female cannabis plants into growing 
“male” flowers and pollinating themselves to create 
seeds. I would steer clear of trying to do this your¬ 
self and leave it to the experts if you don’t want to 
risk growing out a bunch of hermaphroditic plants. 
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BUDDING PROSPECTS 

I’m in week four of the 1 2/12-hour light/dark 
photoperiod for flowering with no trichomes or 
hairs showing. What the hell am I growing? This 
is my first grow under 400-watt high-pressure 
sodium (HPS) lights, and the seeds were free, 
shipped to me from Nirvana. Is it possible they 
sent me hemp instead of weed? 

Keydet46 

Dear K46, 

There are two possibilities here. First, you could 
be growing a longer-flowering sativa that could 
be taking a month to show its first flowers. If you 
still don’t see flowers in the next week or so, the 
second possibility is that light leaks are affecting 
your plants and keeping them in their vegetative 
stage (i.e., not allowing them to flower). Check to 
make sure there is absolutely no light reaching 
your plants during their 12 hours of darkness 
per day. Even hemp plants will eventually show 
flowers, so I doubt it’s the genetics of your 
seeds. 

SIT AND SOAK 

If you presoak seeds till the root tip and embry¬ 
onic plant can be removed from the hull—around 
24 hours or so—and then plant them in soil, can 
that lead to a weaker adult plant, or does it even 
matter? 

TrixterPhillips 

Dear TP, 

The easiest way to grow from seeds is simply to 
plant them a half-inch or so down into the mois¬ 
tened medium of your choice and put them under 
lights. Within a few days, you should see your tiny 
seedlings sprouting without any signs of weak¬ 
ness. Steer clear of germination tricks, as they 


tend to lead to tamping down and roughing up the 
vulnerable and tender first taproots. Let them get 
a firm footing in their medium for a leg up! 

GET CARDED 

Do I need a medical-marijuana card to attend the 
HIGH TIMES grow clinics?

Dear Akapooky, 

No, you don’t need a card to attend our clinics. So 
far, we’ve brought our medical-marijuana culti¬ 
vation seminars to Rhode Island and Michigan.

JUST LIKE STARTING OVER 

I’ve got tons of book knowledge but no hands-on 
yet! What’s a good, small start-up plan?

Dear LLW, 

First, get yourself some 5-gallon buckets from 
the hardware store and a few bags of a nice, light 
soilless mix such as Pro-Mix. Next, focus on a 
decent grow light (preferably HID; see reply to 
DW1) and some air circulation, such as intake 
and outtake fans and one that oscillates. Then 
you’ll need to turn your attention to finding some 
seeds or clones of reputable origin. At that point, 
you’re ready to start converting your book 
knowledge into real hands-on cultivation experi¬ 
ence. Good luck! 
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BASEMENT TAPES 

Is it wise to utilize a storage unit in a basement 
to set up a small personal grow? If so, what’s 
your recommendation for reducing the smell 
upon flowering? 

ChicagoCaz 

Dear CC, 

A storage unit in a basement is only safe if 
you're sure nobody will need to get down there 
at some point. This includes utility workers, 
landlords and other residents of the building, if 
that applies. Also, basements are less than 
ideal due to issues with humidity and the fact 
that odors rise with the heat and can compro¬ 
mise your security. 

If the area you want to grow in meets these 
criteria, you’ll need plenty of odor control to 
ensure its safety. Vent all exhausted air 
through activated-charcoal filters and keep air 
fresheners and smell-eating sprays handy. 
Even better, make sure you have more air 
leaving the area than entering so that it has 
negative air pressure and odors can’t escape, 
instead being forced through the filter and 
scrubbed of smells. 

WEEK SAUCE 

When a seed company says “10 weeks flower¬ 
ing” on a packet of beans, do they mean 10 
weeks of 12/12 or 10 weeks since signs of sex? 

Homer371 

Dear Homer, 

The flowering times listed by reputable seed 
companies always refer to the number of 
weeks once you begin the flowering process by 
switching the lights over to a 12/12-hour on/off 
cycle. Keep in mind that the recommended 
flowering time is actually a window of a week or 
two within which you can harvest the plants, 
depending on your personal preference. Plants 
that go a little further can sometimes have a 
more sedative, lethargic stone, so if that’s what 
you’re looking for, let them go a week or two 
longer than the breeder’s recommendation. 

MEDIUM FOR HYDRO 

What, in your opinion, is the best medium for 
hydroponics? I’ve only used gravel up to this 
point. How are those little clay balls? 

Ebb&Joe 

Dear E&J, 

There are several great mediums for hydropon¬ 
ics. Try to avoid rockwool, as it can be abrasive 
to the skin and bad for the lungs when dry and 
breathed in. If you must use it, always wet it 
down thoroughly first. 

The little clay balls, sometimes called grow 
rocks, are great because they’re reusable (after 
a hot soak and wash) and hold the roots stable 
and steady. Coco also works wonderfully for 
drip-emitter systems and is organic to boot. But 
the best hydro medium, in my opinion, is no 
medium at all: The roots simply hang down into 
an aerated nutrient solution and can be misted 
aeroponically as well. This is the concept be¬ 
hind deep-water culture (DWC) systems, and 
the growth rates are truly astonishing. Plus, 
there’s nothing to throw away or scrub clean 
between grow cycles. ^
